It is not 
the work of such an association merely to 
find fault with existing circumstances 
generally, but to work along some definite 
lines, Not simply to point out that this or 
tbat should be done, but strive to do it 
with or without help. If the Houghs 
Neck Improvement Association believes 
that a ten-cent fare on the street railway is 
working a great injury to Houghs Neck it 
should calla meeting of the residents to 
discuss the matter. Petitions, committees 
and argument to the company may con- 
vince them of their error. If street lights 
are deemed necessary the association might 
establish a few and later ask the city to 
maintain them. If better streets are de- 
sired they should be put in condition for 
acceptance by the city. If better fire pro- 
tection is demanded show wherein it may 
be supplied and petition the city, 

The Dairy LEDGER will cooperate with 
such ap association heartily, but it is quite 
anotber thing to attempt to capture the 
city government and force matters, and in 
this case foolish to attempt it. Whether 
Houghs Neck pays a tax of $8,000 we don’t 
know, but suppose it does, It does not 
follow that this sum or one-half of it shal! 
be spent there. One-half of the tax levy 
goes to the support of the schools, and all! 
property owners must pay their share 
whether thc y hive sctool child en or not. 
The payments on the purchase of water 
plant, the interest, and maintenance is 
another large item and it is idle for 
“*Manet”’ to say that Houghs Neck has 
| already paid its share. The present num-

Cause Loss of Human Lives and Heavy Dam- 
age to Property. 

CrIPPLB CREEK, Colo., Aug. 1—A 
freight train on the Florence and Cripple 
Creek railroad was caught in a landslide 
and derailed near Adelaide. A succession 
of cloudbursts occurred about 12 miles 
north of Adelaide. Engineer Gove and 
Brakeman Dolan lost their lives in the 
water. Six persons are known to have 
been drowned at Adelaide, and two others 
are reported missing. The railroad for 10 
miles near Wilbur has been washed away. 
More destruction is reported at Camp Me 
Court. 

CATSKILL, N. M., Aug. 1.—The Red 
river is swollen to a higher point than it 
had reached for years by a cloudburst, 
causing much damage. Much of the rail- 
road track and many brid res between this 
place and Sopris, and also between Cats- 
kill and Vasquez, were washed away, 
and it will probably be several days before 
the damage can be repaired sufficiently for 
trains to pass through. Ranchmen also 
suffered heavy losses. 


A LESSON IN HISTORY 


For the Benefit of Those Who Seek Posses- 
sion of the Island of Trinidad. 


RIo DE JANEIRO, Aug. 1.— 
the letter of the Brazilian minister of 
foreign affairs to the envoy and minister 
of Great Britain in Brazil tells the history 
of the island of Trinidad, which Great 
Britain has invaded, and possession of 
which it presumes to retain. 

Trinidad was discovered by the Portu- 
guesein 1500. The English navigator, Dr. 
Halley, arrived at the island and wrote a 
description of it in his logbook in 1700. 
Cook took possession of the island in his 
majesty’s name in 1781. The Portuguese 
recaptured Trinidad in 1782, and yolun- 
tarily abandoned it in 1795. 

The conditions of the island have been 
studied by the Brazilian government for 
development as a part of Brazil’s domain. 
Enthusiastic cheers greeted the cruiser 
Newark as it left this port yesterday for 
Trinidad. 


Two Miserables. 
MONTREAL, Aug. 1.—Isaie Gauthier, the 
cigarmaker who shot and killed his sweet- 
heart, Corinne Consigny, in an assigna- 
tion house, says: “I was suffering from 
consumption and she from some ineurable 
disease. The cure to whom we went to 
get married refused to marry us on that 
account, and, as we loved one another 
madly, we decided todie. In my excite- 
ment, however, I emptied the revolver, 
and no bullets were left for me. Iam 
ready to die, however. My lungs are 
gone, and I probably will not live overa 
week under any circumstances.” 


Hot Times Ahead. 
OmaHA, Aug. 1. — The situation in 


Omaha over the efforts of the A. P. A. to 
get control of the police force is becoming 
more serious hourly. Two police forces 
will be doing business in the city within 
24hours. A collision isimminent. The 
A. P. A. interests have organized and 
filled a police force to do their bidding.

“Kenkel” Was a Nobleman. 
CuicaGco, Aug. 1.—August W. Kenkel, | 
who shot himself Sunday night, died yes- 
terday. His real name was Algernon W. 
Djialinski, a count of Poland. He was 
bornin Prussia in 1823. An ardent pa- 
triot, he aided his country in its war for | 
independence. He was selected for the 
most important of duties, and entered 
Russia as a Polish spy. After the sub- 
jugation of his country a price of 50,000 
roubles was placed upon ‘“Kenkel’s’”’ head 
by Russia, but he escaped across the bor- 
ders of Poland and came to America. 


Strikers Are Gaining. 

New York, Aug. 1.—The only business 
of any real importance transacted yester- 
day in the interest of the striking tailors 
was the issuing of bonded agreements to 
contractors. Of these 110, representing 
over 80shops, furnished the required se- 
curity, and 2000 coatmakers resumed work 
this morning. The intelligence of fresh 
acquisitions added to the ranks of the 
strikers brought fresh hope to the leaders. 
It is expected that the major portion of the 
strikers will be working before the end of 
the week. 

Antarctic Expedition Probable. 

Lonpon, Aug. 1.—The Daily News an- 
nounces that there is reason to believe 
that the international Antarctic explora- 
tion, as suggested by the international 


geographical congress, will become an ac- 
complished fact at no distant date. Dr. 
Murray, leader of the Challenger expedi- 
tion, supports the theory thatithe Antare- 
tic continent is not a succession of yol- 
canic islands, and that investigations in 
the Antarctic ocean ought to be under- 
taken by the navies of the world.

Boston, Aug. 1.— At the colored 
women’s convention yesterday an attempt 
was made to form a national organization 
of colored women, but a schism arose over 
the question whether the convention 
should be absorbed into the Colored 
Women's league of Washington or the 
Women’s Loyal league of New York, and 
the question was not settled.

Cnicago, Aug. 1.—Captain English of 
Halifax, who reached Chicago yesterday, 
said that there need be no uneasiness re- 
garding his yacht, the Sunbeam. The 
yacht has on board the son of the governor 
general of Canada, and has been reported 
as possibly lost on Lake Michigan.

A PEOPLE’S CHURCH. 


SWEATE RS, BE LTS, The Park and Downs Union Society Have Prepared 


Plans for New Edifice. 


At a special meeting of the ‘‘ Park and 
Downs Union society,’’ held on Tuesday 
evening of this week, it was voted to ap- 
prove the plans of chapel, prepared by Mr. 
Charles F, Marr, under the direction of the 
board of trustees, and to authorize the 
trustees to proceed to build as soon as the 
necessary funds can be raised. The lot of 
land owned by the society, faces the east 
on Rawson road, has a frontage of eighty- 
five feet, and is quite near the site pur- 
chased by the city for a new school house. 
The designs call for a wooden structure, 


rectangular in shape, giving a seating} 


capacity of two hucdred in auditorium, 
which can be increased to 250 by throwing 
open the ladies parlor. There will be a 
cellar under entire building. The rooms 
will be heated by furnace and furnished 
with electric lights. 

We give an engraving of the proposed 
chapel, and an outline of floor plan. 

This society owes its origin to the ** Park 
and Downs Improvement association,” or- 
ganized early last winter. Under the 
auspices of this association a committee 
consisting of Henry Weymouth, Levi 
Nichols, Frank Rogers, Herbert Polk and 
Walter Coombs was appointed to plan for 
Sunday religious services in this section of 
the city. The hall at Norfolk Downs was 


at once engaged and a praise service held 
every Sunday afternuon. A Sunday 
School was also organized and much 
interest was manifested. In March the 
Society was re-orgainzed and incorporated. 
The purpose as stated in the charter is for 
maintaining non-sectarian religious ser- 
vices, and furthering all kinds of Christian 
work, 

Since the reorganization, the society has 
worshiped in the Quincy Mansion. A 
library is maintained in connection with 
the Sunday School. The influence for 
good is already felt in the community. 
With a convenient chapel such as is pru- 
posed, the work of the society can be very 
much enlarged. 

It is the intention of those interested to 
make it strictly a ‘‘ People’s church,” 
where persons of all denominations can 
worship and be welcome, supported by 
voluntary contributions, 

Effort is now being made to raise money 
for the chapel. At best it will be necessary 
to ask for $500 outside of the society. 
Contributions can be sent to the treasurer, 
or any member of the board of trustees.

EAST MILTON EXTENSION. 


Work Nearly Completed Before Con- 
ditions Were Known. 


The deadlock on the East Milton exten- 
sion of the Quincy & Boston street railway 
is unbroken as yet, as the selectmen did 
not bold any meeting Wednesday and will 


not meet until the regular Friday evening. | 


The story in Wednesday’s LEDGER al- 
though wrong in some respects was in the 
main correct. 

It now seems that no franchise had been 
grauted when the difference arose and up 
to the present time no franchise has been 
accepted. 

When the Milton line was reached there 
were certain formalities that had to be gone 
through with before the location was 
granted, the principal one being a public 
hearing. 

The street railway people were anxious 
to complete the lines as soon as possible 
and the citizens of East Milton were also 
anxious that they should. This being the 
case the railroad people were told to go 
ahead that everything would be all right. 
With this understanding work was com- 
menced and as stated was almost com- 
pleted. 

The public hearing having been held and 
no opposition appearing, the location was 
granted and the papers forwarded to the 
railroad for acceptance. Then it was dis- 
covered that one of the conditions of the 
franchise was, that the railroad should 
insure the town from all land damages, 
and that they should move the 300 feet of 
fence referred toin Wednesday's LEDGER. 

This the railroad refused and immedi- 
ately drew off its men and operations were 
suspended pending an adjustment of the 
question under dispute. 

One of the Milton Selectmen in conver- 
sation with a LEDGER reporter Wednesday 
evening said it was impossible to hold a 
meeting of the board before Friday evening, 
and he bad no doubt but what matters 
would be settled satisfactory to both sides 
and that the road would be soon finished.

If Constantinople Falls, 

What the two powers, Germany and 
Austria, would do in some future Rus- 
sian advance toward Constantinople re- 
mains to be seen. As long as they are 
not occupied with serious busintss of 
their own they will be at liberty to 
watch the movements of their giant ri- 
val. But let war break out between Ger- 
many and France, and the situation will 
be changed at once. How easy it will 
be then for Russia to claim the object 
of her ambition az a reward for support 
to Germany or even in return for a be- 
nevolent neutrality! A precedent for 
such a course is to be found in her in- 
forming the powers assembled in Lon- 
don in 1871 that she considered herself 
no longer bound by the article in the 
treaty of Paris which required the neu- 
tralization of the Black sea. What Rus- 
sia would do with ber prize when she 
had secured it is a speculation into which 
there is little need te enter. That con- 
sideration does not trouble the minds of 
those who cast longing eyes upon the 
glories of the Golden Horn. 

Russia will not be deterred from seek- 
ing possession of Constantinople by 
fears of criticism without or complica- 
tions within her borders. For the one 
she will still have her diplomacy and 
for the other her divine mission. If, as 
the mistress of Constantinople, she com- 
manded the mouths of the Danube, she 
might soothe Germany and Austria with 
a promise of a strict neutrality in those 
waters. If ‘‘Moscow would be jealous 
of the new Byzantium and Byzantium 
would hate Moscow”’’ the same tactics 
that reconciled Moscow to St. Peters- 
burg would reconcile both to the new 
metropolis at Constantinople.—Fort- 
nightly Review.

BERKSHIRE PEOPLE. 


The Spiritual and Intellectual Forces Are 
Strong Among Them. 

And this region, so fayored by na- 
ure, owes much of its character and in- 
terest to its history as well. Settled lat- 
er than the seacoast, the western part 
of the state was in its beginnings made 
up of more varied elements than the 
eastern. From the valley of the Connect- 
icut colonists pushed through the moun- 
tain gaps into that of the Housatonic; 
the hills attracted settlers from the flat 
and sandy lands of Cape Cod, while the 
Dutch from New York have left in 
name and character their impress upon 
the Berkshire people of today. Spiritual 
and intellectual forces were largely 
prominent in the laying of its fonnda- 
tions, and such forces have contributed 
and continued their influences ever 
since. 

Missionary zeal, represented by such 
names as Eliot and Sargeant, founded 
Stockbridge. Jonathan Edwards here 
spent the years which represented the 
prime and fullness of his powers. 
Ephraim Williams, the fighter in the 
French and Indian war, dying on the 
battlefield, left his fortune to plant and 
endow the college which bears his name. 
Mark Hopkins, Berkshire born and 
bred, another Arnold of Rugby, set his 
stamp upon a whole generation; 
throughout its history soldiers, saints 
and scholars have both represented and 
impressed its life. The reasonings of 
Jonathan Edwards, which for good and 
evil have had so great an influence up- 
on theological thonght, found their most 
powerful expression in his treatise on 
the will, which was written while he 
lived in Stockbridge. Lenox heard the 
last public utterances of Channing; his 
successor, Orville Dewey, born 100 years 
ago (1794) at Sheffield, long made that 
place his home, and there, too, were 
born the two Barnards, one the presi- 
dent of Columbia college, the other the 
soldier scholar of our civil war. Oliver 
Wendell Holmes lived for years at 
Pittsfield. Catharine Maria Sedgwick 
drew around her at Stockbridge and 
Lenox a distinguished circle of the best 
literary society of our own country and 
many cultivated wanderers from the old 
world. Fanny Kemble here made for 
years her home. Longfellow, Lowell, 
Hawthorne, Herman Melville, Beecher, 
G. P. R. James, George William Cur- 
tis, Matthew Arnold and others lingered 
among and loved the beauty of these 
hills, where plain living and high think- 
ing have found noble expression in the 
past and where here and there they 
still survive, spite of the inflowing tide 
of wealth and luxury that floods the 
Berkshire of today.—Arthur Lawrence 
in Century.

Venezuela Therefore Turns to Uncle 
Sam as Her Best Friend. 


Worried Over Aggressions of 
Great Britain. 


A Fitting Time For Investments by Capitalists 
of the United States. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—Consul Pluma- 
cher has made a report of great,interest to 
the state department concernity; the trou- 
bles Venezuela has had with European 
nations seeking to seize upon her territory 
and substance, and pointing out the 
splendid opportunity open to the United 
States to extend our trade with Venezuela 
at the expense of other nations. 

The consul says that the past year has 
been an eventful one for Venezuela in her 
efforts for economic and political reor- 
ganization. He describes the opportunity 
lost by the United States from 1800 to 1894, 
owing to the refusal of Venezuela to ac- 
cept the reciprocity propositions of the 
United States, but that since the duties 
were decreased he notes a slight improve- 
ment in the exports to New York, increas- 
ing from $4,000,000 to $7,500,000. 

He attributes the depression in Vene- 
zuela to the financial and political trou- 
bles of that country, and says if the pres- 
ent crisis passes, the United States will 
have a great advantage, owing to the dip- 
lomatic complications with Germany and 
Great Britain, our commercial rivals. 

“The Germans,” he says, “are looked 
upon with but little favor, on account of 
the threat to send German ironclads to La 
Guayara to enforce the payment of a sub- 
sidy due the builders of the principal 
Venezuelan railway. The popular feeling 
upon this point was intensifled by a sug- 
gestion in a leading newspaper that the 
Germans knew very well that such pay- 
ment was just now an impossibility, as 
the country was staggering under the 
burdens of the late war, and that they 
Neither Expected Nor Desired Payment, 
but, encouraged by the example of Great 
Britain, they probably imagined that it 
might be possible to secure a part of the 
rich Guiana territory as an indemnity.” 

“The feeling against Great Britain, he 
continues, “is now most intense through- 
out Venezuela. Pamphlets and news- 
papers are constantly being published re- 
specting British aggressions, but as they 
do not circulate outside the country the 
world at large is not acquainted with the 
state of feeling.” 

Mr. Plumacher says that on these ac- 
counts the United States isin much favor, 
especially as Venezuela is now, as never 
before, looking to the United States for 
counsel and guidance. The people of the 
country would prefer to trade with the 
United States. New York is but six days 
from the Venezuelan coast. The Ameri- 
can steamship line has been one of the 
principal factors in building up trade on 
the coast. 

Mr. Plumacher also says: “It is to 
Americans also that Venezuela looks 
today for the development of her great 
natural resources, and the government 
would be glad to grant most favorable 
concessions to companies or individuals 
from the United States who come in good 
faith for that purpose.” 


A Ghastly Discovery. 

WORCESTER, Mass., Aug. 1.—The badly 
decomposed and headless body of an un- 
known man of about 60 years was found 
inaswamp hole in Allen’s woods, East 
Brookfield, yesterday. The head was 
found some feet away from the body. It 
had evidently been gnawed off by ani- 
mals and lugged away. The man had 
evidently been dead about five months.

CINCINNATI, Aug. 1.—The Standard 
Wagon company, an immense concern, 
yesterday confessed judgment on three 
judgment notes for $31,474 to the Mer- 
chants’ National bank. Several years ago 
the concern made an assignment with 
$900,000 liabilities. The assignment was 
raised, and the liabilities have been re- 
duced to $400,000. 


Negro Rioters Taken. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala,, Aug. 1.—The sher- 
iff’s posse that went to Brookside returned 
with 10 negro rioters under arrest, two of 
whom were taken from the enraged popu- 
lace after ropes had been placed about 
their necks. Half a dozen deputies suc- 
ceeded in arresting Jim Bridges, one of 
the leaders among the negro rioters. 


Fiames Still Spreading. 

GLADSTONE, Mich., Aug. 1.—Maywood, 
&® pleasure resort east of the city, was 
swept by fire yesterday afternoon, and 
there is a rumor that Cook's station is sur- 
rounded by fire, and that there is little 
hope of saving the few buildings and about 
6000 cords of wood. 


The Coal Troubles. 

PiTtsBURG, Aug. 1.—Three members of 
the Coal Operators’ association have been 
appointed a committee to meet the miners 
in conference on the wage question. It is 
believed that some arrangement will be 
made at this meeting by which a strike 
will be averted.

LOST IN MAINE FOREST 


Seth Rowe ‘Not Likely to Soon For- 
git His Unpleasant Experience, 


Many Days of Aimless Wan- 
dering About. 


Rescued by Friends Just In Time to Save Him 
From Death. 


BaAnocor, Me., Aug. 2.—Seth Rowe of 
Oldtown, who mysteriously disappeared 
last Saturday afternoon while on a blue- 
berrying trip at the Costigan bog, has at 
last been found, after large parties had 
searched for him night and day ever since 
his disappearance, 

He was found in the woods about half a 
mile from Sunkhaze stream, near Costi- 
gan, alive and well. Mr. Lamb and Mr. 
Adams, who found him, took him to Cos- 
tigan in a canoe. 

Mr. Rowe states that when his com- 
panions left him to return to their carriage 
for dinner on Saturday, he went on pick- 
ing blueberries and walked away a little 
distance. 

Some time later he shouted to his com- 
panions, but received no reply. He then 
started to return to the place where he left 
his friends. He walked about for some 
time, and finally came to the conclusion 
that he was 

Lost In the Woods, 

The longer he walked the more con- 
fused he became, and finally became so 
hopelessly mixed up that he had not the 
faintest idea as to where he was. All his 
shouts and outcries were unanswered, and 
in a little while it became dark. He 
picked a few blueberries to eat, and drank 
water from the streams. 

Saturday night, his first night in the 


woods, there came up a fearful shower. | 


Lightning struck a tree only a short dis- 
ance away, and splintered it down to the 
ground. He was much affected by the 
shock. 

Sunday morning he resumed his tramp- 
ing about, but he found nothing but 
dense woods and a bog, and the longer he 
tramped the more discouraged he became. 
All he had to live upon were blueberries 
and water. At night he got under a tree 
and covered himself with bark. 

To make a long story short, he wan- 
dered by day and slept as comfortable as 
possible by night, and so it went on for 
six days and five nights, nntil he 

Had Given Up All Hope 
of being able to reach civilization again. 

Yesterday forenoon he tramped about 
for a time, and about noon he was com- 
pletely broken down in spirit and body, 
and laid down to die. 

In the afternoon two men of the search- 
ing party, Adams and Lamb, found Rowe 
under a heap of bark at the foot of a tree. 
Rowe was conscious and was able to 
recognize his friends, although very weak. 

They carried him safely out of the 
woods to a stream, where he was paddled 
down to Costigan and from there taken 
home by train to Oldtown. The meeting 
with his family was very affecting. 

It was found that Rowe had in his wane 
derings been walking around in a circle 
three or four miles in circumference. 

At no time was he more than a mile or 
two from his friends, who had been 
searching for him ever since last Satur- 
day afternoon,

HUGH O'BRIEN DEAD. 


Served Seven Terms as Alderman and Four as 
Mayor of Boston. 

Boston, Aug. 2.—Ex-Mayor Hugh 
O’Brien died yesterday at the home of 
his son, Rev. James O’Brien, in Somer- 
ville. He had been ailing for several days, 
but was not thought to be in a serious 
condition. He was just preparing to go 
out fora short walk when his death oc- 
curred. His son was with him at the 
time, but he passed away before medical 
assistance could be summoned. It is 
thought that his sudden death was due to 


beart failure. 


HUGH O'BRIEN. 


Mr. O’Brien was born in Ireland, July 
13, 1827, but came to Boston with his 
parents when 5 years old. 

Educated in Boston public schools, he 
in early life became a printer. His first 
wife, Catherine Shea, died 80 years ago, 
leaving four children—Rev. Father James 
O’Brien, T. Carl and the Misses Minnie J. 
and Gertrude, who survive him. His sec- 
ond wife, Miss Elizabeth Clinton before 
she married Ambrose Thayer, also sur- 
vives him, as do their two children— Miss 
Madeline and Henry C. O'Brien. 

His first public position was as alder- 
man; he served as such eight years, and 
was four years chairman of the board. 
He became mayor in 1885; served four suc- 
cessive years, and was the first citizen of 
Irish birth ever elected to that position. 
His last public position was as chairman 
of board of survey under Mayor Mat- 
thews, A public-spirited citizen, promi- 
nent in business life, he identified himself 
with many municipal reforms, and was 
the father of the Hub’s public park 
system. 


Joe Patchen a King. 

CLEVELAND, Aug. 2.—Robert J, the 
king of light harness horses, met more 
than his match yesterday afternoon at the 
Cleveland driving park track. Five fa- 
mous pacers—Robert J, Joe Patchen, 
Saladin, Directly and Mascot—were en- 
in the free-for-all. Robert J was, of course, 
the favorite. When the horses scored for 
the first heat, Directly had the pole, but 
soon after the start Robert J forged to the 
front, setting the pace for his competitors 
and leading them to the wire. In the 
second heat Joe Patchen went to the front 
and won, as he did in the two remaining 
heats, with ease. Robert J was fairly 
beaten in as pretty a race as was ever seen, 
the time of the four heats being the fastest 
ever paced consecutively in a race, the 
average being a trifle more than 2m.

Lonpon, Aug. 2.—The Daily News, in a 
leader, says: The document relating to 
the condition of the Christians, published 
in New York by the Evangelical Alli- 
ance of Constantinople, is of the utmost 
importance. The Americans’ share therein 
is peculiarly acceptable, because America 
has absolutely no political interests in 
Turkey. It goes to prove that nothing is 
so futile as toentrust the Turks with ad- 
ministration.

NERVES OF SURGEONS 


SUFFER STAGE FRIGHT WHEN FAC- 
ING A DIFFICULT OPERATION. 


Two Ways In Which It Affects Them—A 
Young Surgeon’s First Amputation. 
Threaded a Needle to Steady His Nerves. 
Operating on a Friend. 


“*Is there such a thing as stage fright 
among surgeons?’ a successful New 
{York surgeon was asked. Though the 
ferm stage fright with reference to sur- 
gery was perhaps a misnomer, the sur- 
geon understood the question. 

“Oh, yes, indeed, there is such a thing 
as stage fright among surgeons,’’ he re- 
plied. “‘There are two kinds of stage 
fright, or, rather, there are two different 
temperaments among doct.-s, and the 
fright, although in itself perhaps the 
ame, has a different geeming, affected 

Ss it is by the materia ough which it 
sses. The first is the surgeon who is 
anxious to perform the operation, sees 
no difficulties in the way and nothing 
jbut a successful termination. His rest is 
not disturbed by reflections upon com- 
plications which may arise. Everything 
iis lovely until the patient is before him. 
Then his hand begins to shakeif he 
meets With difficulties which he had not 
counted upon ; his nervousness increases ; 
he hurries, perhaps with a fatal result. 
{In the case of this man he grows worse 
as he grows older, and in old age he 
goes all to pieces. 

“‘There is another temperament of 
this order. From the time this surgeon 
recognizes that an operation is necessary 
there pass through his, mind al) the 
complications which could possibly 
come up, and he wonders if there are 
‘ot more which he has not thought of. 
He is by no means sanguine of a happy 
result. He fears this angythat and the 
other thing. As the hour upproaches he 
dreads to commence his work more and 
more. But when he is before the sub- 
ject his nervousness leaves him. He 
commences intelligently, reflecting upon 

what might arise. He does not hurry or 
get excited, but he is intense¥y interest- 
ed, wholly absorbed by what he is do- 
ing. lIremember witnessing an opera- 
tion by one of the most celebrated sur- 
geons I ever knew. It was a most diffi- 
cult operation, and the amphitheater 
was filled with doctors who had come 
to see it performed. A few moments be- 
fore the surgeon was to commence he 
Was presented by a friend to two doc- 
tors who had come from a distance to 
see him operate. He bowed very polite- 
| ly and spoke a few words. Shortly after 
| that he commenced operating. 

‘*The operation was of considerable 
| length, and when it was finished the 
i two gentlemen to whom the surgeon 

had been presented approached to speak 
a congratulatory word or two. As he 
did not appear to recognize them, his 
| friend presented them again. He ex- 
pressed his pleasure at meeting them 
without the slightest recollection that 
he had met them.’’ 
**Do you recall the first operation you 
ever performed yourself?’’ 

‘‘Indeed I remember it very well. I 

was in a hospital where there were 
| 3,500 beds and 83 surgeons in charge. I 
| was one of the young assistant surgeons. 
If an operation was necessary in any of 
the wards, it was our duty to report it 
to the surgeon in charge, who then per- 
formed the operation if he chose. I re- 
ported to my surgeon the necessity of 
an amputation of a great toe. The sur- 
geon came and locked at the man and 
| concurred with my opinion that an am- 
putation was necessary. I was directed 
to get everything ready for the opera- 
tion. ‘Then,’ said the surgeon, ‘I will 
come and operate if Ican. If not, you 
go on and perform the operation your- 
self.’ 

“I told my young associates of the 
order, and they said: ‘Well, yon goon 
and get ready, but he won’t come. You 
will have to do the operation yourself.’ 
And that was the way it turned ont. 
The operation was to be at 2 o'clock. 
All the night before I was rehearsing 
what I intended todo in my mind and 
dreaming of it in mysleep. The next 
day Iconuld not eat my luncheon. My 
hands and feet were cold. When it came 
time tocommence the operation, I could 
only steady my nerves by threading 
needles, I said: ‘Give me the needles to 
thread. I am very paricular about my 
thread.’ I took aneedle and commenced 
poking at the eye. In a few seconds my 
hand obeyed my will and became as 
steady as I could wish. I performed the 
operation successfully. After that I went 
on performing a great many operations, 
but it was years before I could take a 1 
o'clock luncheon if I had to operate at 2 
o'clock. 

‘‘From the conscientious scientific 
man apprehension never departs, for he 
knows that it is impossible to foresee all 
things. And then, again, he takes in 
his hands a holy human life. If an actor 
‘accentuates the wrong word or halts in 
his lines, the worst that can come is a 
slight damage to his reputation. If a 
minister preaches heterodox doctrines, 
the worst that can happen to him isa 
trial for heresy. Butif the surgeon in a 
dangerous operation makes but the 
| plightest mistake it may result in death, 
| for which there is no remedy. Many 
and many a time on the night previous 
| to a serious operation have I awakened 
| myself from an anxious, troubled sleep 

by performing the operation in my 
dreams. It is also very much more try- 
| fing to a surgeon to operate on a friend 
| than on astranger. It is hard to tell in 
| this case who is more to be pitied, the | 
surgeon or the patient. I think the lon- 
| ger a man operates the less certain he is 
| of the outcome of any operation. A frail | 
little woman that one would almost say 
@ breath of wind would blow away will 
furvive the most painful and dangerous 
| operation where a rough, stocky and iron 
built peasant woman that one would 
| think could survive almost any possible 
operation will die from something which 
is not, as a rule, considered dangerous. ’

For many 
years the former secretaries of Agriculture 
bave held that section seventy-seven of 
the Revised Statutes authorized the Secre- 
tary of Agritulture to make a wholesale 
| distribution of seeds through the members 
of Congress. And there is no doubt in my 
mind but that the law does authorize such 
a distribution. And that the same has 
proved to be a great blessing to the people 
of the country, there can be no doubt, as 
testified to by thousands of letters to 
members of Congress. But ‘ Retrench- 
ment and Reform”’ are on now, and there 
will undoubtedly be no further distribu- 
tion of seeds under this administration. 
And I write this open lelter to my con- 
stituents to suggest to them that they 
preserve seed from squashes, cucumbers, 
beans, etc., woich I sent to them by mai} 
last Spring, and from which I hear the 
most flattering reports from all over the 
District. I will say for the information of 
my constituents that I think this kind of 
‘Retrenchment and Reform’’ will pass 
|away, and that even in the absence of 
j}any legislation by Congress on the subject 
| the next administration will resume the

Whom He Has Dealt. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 2. — Holmes has 
made another statement regarding the 
latest developments in the series of mur- 
ders with which he is accused. “‘The Chi- 
cago officials,” he said, ‘may claim that I 
am responsible for the deaths of Minnie 
Williams, Emily Cigrand and Mrs. Con- 
nor and little Julia, but I can show con- 
clusively that these people have not and 
could not have been done away with by 
me.” 

When asked to explain the discovery of 
the bones in his Chicago home, he said: 
“I will answer that question in this way. 
Every person who has known me is aware 
I am a doctor by profession. It is also 
known perfectly well in Chicago that 
there was a restaurant in my building, 701 
Wallace street, during the World’s fair. 
At that time there were lots of bones from 
fowls and other cooked animals thrown 
outside the building. Lots of these bones, 
no doubt, found their way to the cellar. 
During the time I lived in the building I 
brought several cadavers there for scien- 
tific and pecuniary purposes. This may 
account for the bones the Chicago police 
say they have found.” 

In speaking of the Emeline Cigrand 
mystery, he said: “I employed Emeline 
Cigrandin May, 1893, asa typewriter. I 
engaged her from one of the regular Chi- 
cago typewriting bureaus. She remained 
in my employ until October, 1893. She 
was a good and virtuous girl, as far as I 
know. Arespectable business man, and 
@ personal friend of mine, knows that 
the girl was alive and well one year after 
she left my employ. If she is dead, she has 
gone to heaven.” 

Sympathy For Quinlan. 

Continuing, Holmes said: “I regard 
Pat Quinlan, my former janitor, in the 
light of being persecuted. I pity his un- 
fortunate position. The treatment of Pat 
by the detectives in Chicagois unjust. He 
has nothing to confess. This I declare 
positively.” 

He then took up and discussed as follows 
the disappearance of Mrs. Connor, Minnie 
Williams, the Pitzel children, B. F. Pitzel 
and Ed Hatch. 

“Mrs. Connor I knew little of. She and 
her husband rented rooms from me. I be- 
lieve she had trouble with her husband. 
She left my place. I had no interest in 
keeping track of her afterward. The 
charge of murder is groundless. There | 
could have been no motive for me to in- 
jure the woman. 

Minnie Williams a Murderess. 

“Minnie Williams, the poor girl, was 
my best friend. She was unfortunate in 
more ways than one. I cannot believe 
that sheis still alive. God only knows 
where she is, as she is a fugitive from jus- 
tice on account of the awful tragedy which 
resulted in the killing of her sister, Nana.” 

Here Holmes gave a graphic description 
of the killing of Nana Williams by her 
sister. He spoke of other troubles that 
Minnie became involved in in Indiana. 


was his “‘best friend,’’ and spoke of her in 
the most endearing terms. 

“As to the finding of the bodies in 
Toronto, I do not know that the bodies are 
those of the Pitzel children. As I have 
said before, they may or may notbe. I 
can prove at the proper time that they left | 
my hands safely. I gave them into the, 
charge of Ed Hatch. I never saw them! 
again.” | 

Howard Left With Hatch, 

“If Howard Pitzel has met with foul 
play, his body, I believe, can be found 
somewhere between Detroit and Indian- 
apolis. Likely at some of the junction 
points between the two stations. Most 
probably at Logansport, Ind. 

“T left Howard Pitzel in charge of Ed 
Hatch on or about Oct. 10 last. This was 
at Indianapolis. Iwas called to Chicago 
on important business. I can show that I 
was in Chicago until the afternoon of the 
llth. By prior arrangemeut I met Hatch 
in Detroit on the night of the 11th. I met 
him at the depot, but the boy was not 
with him. I inquired where the child was, 
and Hatch told me that he left Howard 
with Minnie Williams. 1 thought the 
child was safe. 

Elder Pitzel Killed Himself, 

“T have said, emphatically, and I again 
declare, that Benjamin F. Pitzel took his 
own life. Ben was quarrelsome when 
drunk, and on several occasions threat- 
ened to take my life. If lhad killed him 
at that time in my own defense I would 
have been justified. As it is, however, his 
death occurred in a way which leaves me 
innocent. 

“Ed Hatch I hardly think is 1n prison. 
If he was, I would have known of it be- 
fore now. All I can say in connection 
with Hatch is that he was engaged with 
me insome of my businessenterprises Itis 
for the police authorities to find him if 
they can. Iam pretty confident they will 
not find him in prison.” 

Not Crazy. 

When asked if there was insanity in his 
family, Holmes said that he had an uncle 
who died insane near Burlington, Vt. He 
says this disease is inherited. Holmes 
added: “I am still compos mentis, al- 
though, in view of the absurd reports that 
have gone about me, it might be a ques- 
tion as to whether I or my accusers aro| 
the crazier.” 

The alleged murderer claims that he is 
worth in the neighborhood of $200,000, | 
and would have no difficulty in raising 
that amount if he was out of prison. He 
gives a disconnected account of his swin- 
dling operations, but admits that he 
bilked a number of large companies. 
Holmes ridicules the idea that he will be 
convicted of murder, and says: “It would | 
be just as hard to prove me guilty of mur- 
der as it is to prove the moon is made of | 
green cheese."’ 


Nothing From Quinlan. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 2.—Pat Quinlan was in 
the “sweat box” two hours yesterday, but 
results were as unsatisfactory as the prevy- 
vious examinations of the janitor. Quin- 
lan gives no evidence of weakening, and} 
stubbornly sticks to his statement that he 
knows absolutely nothing of any killing.

Kopic For the Week Beginning Aug. 4 
Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyle. 
Toric.—Our prom land and how to 
reach it.—Rev. xxi, 1-7, 22-27. 

Whether the twenty-first chapter of 
Revelation refers to the condition of 
things when the gospel shall triumph 
thronghont the world or is a description 
of the future heaven is a matter of dis- 
pute. But in either case it may refer to 
heaven, the promised land of the Chris- 
tian (1) as representing the reality or 
(2) as type of the real glory of the fu- 
ture existence of God’s people. From 
necessity the Bible does not tell us 
much definitely about heaven, because 
we could not probably understand it. 
What is toldis in figures and types, 
which, if we cannot fully understand, 
is yet sufficient to encourage us in our 
efforts to enter heaven, and this is un- 
doubtedly the purpose of what is said, 
particularly in the passage before us. 

Our promised land is here represented 
as ‘‘the holy city of new Jerusalem, 
coming down from God out of heaven, 
prepared as a bride, adorned for her hus- 
band.’’ Jerusalem was the Jews’ ideal of 
everything that was beautiful and de- 
sirable, and such an image would fulfill 
their ideal of what heaven should be as 
it should also ours. God dwelt in this 
city, for it is called the ‘‘tabernacle of 
God.’’ Where heaven is we do not know, 
but that it is where God and Christ 
manifest themselves in an especial man- 
ner we do know. Where God is, where 
Christ is, that is heaven, and there can 
be no heaven without them. The pres- 
ence of God was to be rich with blessing, 
for He was to wipe all tears from the 
eyes of His people, and there was to be 
**no more death, neither sorrow nor 
crying; neither any more pain.’”” What 
a comforting description of our promised 
land! But God is to be everywhere 
present in heaven, for the city had no 
temple, no special place of abode for 
God. Heaven is also a place of security. 
The gates of the city are not to be shut 
by day, not to be shut at all, ‘‘for there 
shall be no night there.’’ No night of 
sorrow, of watching, of weariness, of 
sickness, of gloom and despair. Neither 
is there to be sun nor moon, for the 
glory of God andthe Lamb are the light 
thereof. 

How may we enter this- promised 
land? ‘‘There shall in no wise enter in- 
to it anything that defileth, neither 
whatsoever worketh abomination or 
maketh a lie, but they which are writ- 
ten in the Lamb’s book of life.’’ There 
is but one way to fulfill these conditions, 
and that is to be in Christ. His blood 
alone can cleanse us from sin. By His 
merits alone can our names be written 
in His book of life. Think not to enter 
heaven but through Christ, the door.

GRANITE STATE CRIME. 


Murder at Louden Thought to Have 
Been Holmes’ Work. 


Convict Allen’s “Testimony” 
Amounts to Nothing. 


Chicago Officials Ciaim to Have Unearthed 
Some Damaging Testimony. 


ConcorD, N. H., Aug. 8.—One morning 
in 1877 the dead body of a man named 
Beck, a prominent citizen of the adjoining 
town of Londen, was found hanging in a 
room of his house, his legs bent under 
him and his knees touching the floor. 
This circumstance, and the peculiar msn- 
ner in which the rope was tied about his 
neck, aroused much suspicion that Beck 
had not taken his own life. 

Holmes, now in jail in Philadelphia, 
and the alleged many time murderer, was 
& relative of Mr. Beck’s wife and a mem- 
ber of the fa1-ily, going then by the name 
of Mudgett. Mr. Beck’s brother suspected 
Mudgett of murder and communicated his 
suspicions to the other relatives, but no 
action was ever taken to connect him with 
with the deed. 

Recent alleged disclosures against 
Holmes revived these suspicions, and the 
subject is a matter of general discussion 
in the neighborhood where Mr. Beck 
lived, and where there are people who re- 
member Mudgett and many of his then 
peculiar traits. 


Alien’s Stories Exploded. 
Mewpuis, Aug. 3.—The Little Rock end 
of the Holmes murder sensation is about 
petered out.

The Opening of the New Line— 
Band Concert and Fireworks. 


On to Milton !—The misunderstandings 
between the Quincy & Boston street rail- 
way and tbe Selectmen of Milton has been 
settled, and nothing now stands in the way 
of rushing the road to completion, which 
will be done today. 

The Selectmen of Milton held a meeting 
Friday evening, at which time the matter 
in regard to that innocent little fence was 
disposed of and nothing now stands in the 
way. 

This morning every available man was 
sent over to Milton, and work will be 
rushed, 

The rails are all in positioa, although 
they have got to be leveled in some places.

Unless 
something not now known happens, the 
juice will be turned on tonight and the 
first car run. 

The first car for East Milton will leave 
Quincey about dusk, and besides having on 
board the officials of the road, will have the 
Selectmen of Milton as well as representa- 
tives of the Quincy city government. There 
will be another car containing a band 
which will give a concert on the trip over 
and a concert at the end of the line during 
the evening. 

The citizens of East Milton do not in- 
tend to let the advent of electrics pass 
without some demonstration, and any 
stray barre)s, ete., will go up in smoke. 
This is not all, for besides shouting them- 
selves hoarse, quantities of red fire will be 
burned and the air will be full of rockets, 
shooting stars, etc. 

Sunday cars will commence making regu- 
lar half hour trips. 

The opening of this new extension 
marks a new era in the history of the vil- 
lage of East Milton. 

The village of East Milton is situated in 
the southeasterly section of the town and 
heretofore the only means of communica- 
tion it has had with the outside world has 
been by means of cars on the Granite 
branch of the N. Y.,N. H. & H.R, R., 
which was all right when Boston was the 
objective point, but now all the suburban 
towns are within easy reach via of Quincy. 

While this means was good as far as it 
went the trains were so few in number that 
the people did not have the transportation 
facilities a village of its size should have. 
They had made frequent attempts by means 
of petitions to obtain better facilities but 
without avail until it became evident that 
the railroad was to have a competitor in a 
street railway.

AN ANCIENT CANNON THAT HAS A 
REMARKABLE RECORD. 


It Played an Important Part in the Strug- 
gies Over Slavery In Kansas— Was a 
Bone of Contention—Saved From the 
Furnace by a Historical Society. 


There was recently shipped from Chi- 
tagoto the Kansas State Historical soci 
ety one of the most valuable relics of 
the border ruffian warfare. It is the Old 
Kickapoo cannon which did service at 
Old Kickapoo, Lawrencs and other 
points along the Missouri border during 
Kansas’ early struggle for free state gov- 
ernment. This old gun formed the bone 
of contention in manya hard fought 
contest between proslavery and anti- 
slavery forces, and a large number of 
the old citizens of Kansas can remember 
the stirring events clustering about the 
history of this remarkable implement of 
warfare. 

Of late years the whereabouts of the 
old gun has been a matter of conjecture, 
and by many it was thought to have 
been lost, but it is due to the efforts of 
Colonel H. Miles Mo@: and Captain J. 
C. Walkinshaw of Leavenworth that Old 
Kickapoo has been resurrected. It now 
rests in the rooms of the State Histor- 
ical society in this city. 

The gun is a six pounder smooth- 

Ire brass cannon and was first stolen 
from the United States arsenal at Lib- 
erty, Mo., and from there takay by Gen- 
eral Richardson’s army to the sacking 
and burning of the old Free State hotel 
at Lawrence, tke Eldridge House, after 
it was indicted by the proslavery grand 
jury at Lecompton and ordered abated 


as a nuisance by Judge Cato, who had 
the writ directed to Sheriff Jones, who 
summoned the posse, mgstly from Mis-

WEEKLY TRADE REVIEW.

The Usua! Midsummer Lassitude Noted In | 
All Branches. 

New Yorg, Aug. 3.—R. G. Dun & Co. ’s | 
weekly review of trade says: There isa/ 
perceptible halt which may deceive if at- | 
tributed to wrong causes. Trade two} 
months late in spring pushed forward into | 
| July a large share of business belonging | 
to April or May. Seeing a rush of orders | 
out of time, many imagined it would con- 
tinue and hurried to give other orders. 
The jam of two months’ business into one | 
lifted prices. Then other orders came to | 
anticipate a further rise. But the mid- 
summer halt was inevitable, and it is yet 
somewhat uncertain how much improve- 
| ment will appear after it. 


Cctton has lost a little, and more peo- 
ple seem to believe in 7,500,000 bales than 
believed in 8,000,000 a month ago. 

The year’s business will be much affected 
by the crops, and the mog hopeful esti- 
mate falls below a full yield, except for 
corn. Larger stocks than were immedi- 
ately wanted have been taken by traders, 
&s prices were advancing, and these tend 
to limit future orders. 

The general advance in many products | 
also causes reluctance to purchase, and 
the distribution of the past half year has | 
been, in part, to make up for stocks and | 
individual supplies depleted during two | 
years of economy, 

On the other hand, there has bepn enor- 
mous increase in the working force and a| 
considerable increase in the wages paid, 
which enables people to buy more freely. 
Apprehension of monetary disturbance 
has been quite pushed aside. Strikes of 
some importance appear, but do not yet | 
threaten to last long, though a strike of | 
coal miners may for a time affect business | 
extensively. The hopeful spirit prevail- 
ingin all markets may find its warrant 
in spite of some shortage in crops. 

Business in cotton goods has been the 
largest in July for several years, reckon- 
ing deliveries, but not large as to new 
orders. A further advance of \ cent a| 
yard has been made with moderate demand | 
for some bleached and brown goods, and 
prices are firm for sheets and drills, while 
colored cottons are quiet with occasional 
advances. 

The demand for men’s woolens is less 
active, with some disappointment observ- 
able, while worsteds have sold relatively 
better. Flannels have advanced 1 to 2 
cents & yard, and blankets about 5 per 
cent, and dress goods are firm, W&th good 
demand for the season. 

Sales of wool have been only 6,072,450 
pounds for the week, against 9,335,400 in 
1892, but for the month of July were 50,- 
851,314 pounds, of which 82,879,559 were do- | 
mestic, against 88,557,150 pounds in 1892, 
of which 24,562,400 were domestic. 

Wheat suddenly rose 8 cents on bad re- 
ports of condition, but has dropped all the 
gain as the scantiness of exports is felt,

A. P, A, HAS THE CALL 


Has a Good Working Majority In the 
Omaha City Council. 


New Police Commission and 
Force Sworn In 


Despite an Injunction From the Court to Re- 
frain From So Doing. 


OMAHA, Aug. 3.—The attorney general 
and the land commissioner of Nebraska, 
both Republicans, yesterday appointed 
Paul Vandervort, W. J. Broach and 
Colonel A. C. Foster fire and police com- 
missioners of Omaha. The governor re 
fused to meet with them. Omaha has 
now two police commissions. 

The police commissioners, acting under 
the A. P. A. police law, are doing busi- 
ness in Omaha regardless of the fact that 
the district court restrained the city coun- 
cil from approving their bonds. 

Asa result a citizens’ volunteer guard 
of 100 men were on duty at the police sta- 
tion last night to maintain peace, and 
they and the regular police are holding 
possession of the city property. 

The Omaha council held aspecial session 
at 4:30 o'clock to approve the bonds, but 
were met with an injunction returnable 
this afternoon in the district court. The 
order was ignored with a hurrah, and the 
new police commission appointed a full 
police force. They have not yet made an 
effort to get possession of the city property. 

Military In Readiness, 


The district court will take up the coun- 
cil’s proceedings in contempt, and will 
probably annulits work. There is much 
inflammatory talk, and several companies 
of militia in different parts of the country 
have been notified to be in readiness to 
move on to Omaha in the event of trouble. 

Governor Holcomb is prepared to main- 
tain the law. He is using all means in his 
power to conserve peace and haye the whole 
squabble carried to the supreme court. 

When asked what action he proposed to 
take in the matter in case of an attempt 
to take forcible possession of the jail, Chief 
of Police White said that he would see 
that there wus no rioting, and that the 
laws were enforced in any event. He said 
he did not anticipate any violence, but 
would be prepared to deal with any cases 
of lawlessness that might come up. 

It was evident from the first that it was 
the intention of the A. P. A. majority in 
the city council to carry out their plans, 
irrespective of the order of Judge Hope- 
well. President Edwards refused to re- 
ceive the telegram from the district 
judge, who is at Takamah, and which was 
handed to him. This example was fol- 
lowed by the majority. 

It appeared that one or two of the mem- 
bers, who were ready to yote for any 
measure that would aid the A. P. A. in 
their plans, were a little doubtful as to 
the propriety of a direct violation of the 
order of injunction. Subsequently the 
majority took possession of the private 
office of the president, where the doubtful 
yoters were looked after until 10 members 
were ready to defy the court. 

City Attorney's Advice. 


The majority called for an opinion from 
the city attorney as to whether the coun- 
cil was bound to obey the injunction. 
City Attorney Connell was absent from 
the city, and left Frank Ranson to ad- 
vise the council in his absence. He ad- 
vised the council that it might, with 
entire propriety, ignore the injunction. 

He declared that since the order has 
been issued at Takamah the injunction 
was not in foree in this county. More 
than that, he was informed that no peti- 
tion had been filed in the district court 
and no bond to be approved by the clerk 
of the court. Until this was done the in- 
junction was not in force, and the council 
was under no obligation to consider it. 
President Edwards then declared the 
bonds of the commissioners approved. 

During the rollcalla member asked the 
attorney to state whether the new law re- 
pealed the law which stated that all the 
commissions must be signed by the goyer- 
nor. Mr. Ranson relieved himself by the 
assurance that there was no necessity for 
the commission at law. The law has 
designated the appointing board, and this 
carried with it the power to give a proper 
notification of the appointments. It was 
not necessary that the governor should is- 
sue any commission, nor was it necessary 
that it should bear the seal of the state. 
This resolution was then passed by the 
council: 


The Result. 

Whereas, a proclamation has been issued by 
Charles H. Brown and D. Clem Deaver, police 
commissioners, under the law which was re- 
pealed to take effect Aug. 1, 18%, declaring 
their purpose to continue to act as commis- 
sioners under the law, knowing the versions of 
the new law which Governor Holcomb certi- 
fies over his own signature took effect Aug. 1, 
and under the provision by which the commis- 
sioners have been appointed; and, 

Whereas, under the said law, the only au- 
thorized appointing power has appointed J. W. 
Boatch, A. C, Foster and Paul Vandervort as 
such police commissioners for the city of 
Omaha, and their bonds have been duly ap 
proved by the city council, and they have filed 
their oath of office with the city clerk, as re 
quired by law; and 

Whereas, 1t is important that all officers, 
employes and those having business with the 
city council should not be misled as to who 
will be recognized by the council; therefore, 

Resolved, That until otherwise finally deter- 
mined by the courts, the police 
composed of W. J. Boatch, A.C. Foster and

EAST MILTON HAPPY 


The Extension of the Strest Rail- 


way Opened Saturday. 


If there were any happy people on the 
face of the earth last Saturday evening it 
was those of East Milton when the first 
electric car made its appearance into the 
village, and they gave vent to their pent up 
feelings by burning red fire, the explosion 
of fireworks and the booming of cannon.

City band. 

Close behind this car came another in 
which was Superirtendent Weeks, the 
Pilgrim fog horn and many passengers. 

From the Centre to West Quincy it was 
acase of who could make the most noise, 
and the result was that all along the line 
people flocked to the doors to see the cars 
go by. 

Arriving at West Quincy there was a 
large crowd of men and youngsters, all 
anxious for a ride, and they were told that 
they might ride on the foghorn car and 
they needed no second invitation, for ina 
moment the car was almost swamped, the 
men being just as bad as the boys. 

The progress of the first car through 
Willard street was somewhat slow, as the 
pavers along the track lifted the wheels, 
preventing a good contact, and the elec- 
trical display which resulted was a beauti- 
ful one, and must have been a revelation 
to the citizens of Willard street as they 
watched the progress of the car with won- 
derment. 

Several of the residents along the line 
had their houses illuminated with Japanese 
lanterns, 

Upon the arrival of the cars at East 
Milton the band was stationed near the 
end of the line and gave a concert, while 
the cars were run back and forth over the 
line and everybody that desired had a free 
ride. It is unnecessary to say that there 
were many that availed themselves of the 
opportupity to take a ride. 

There was also quite a display of fire- 
works but not so elaborate as intended on 
account of the short notice that was given 
of the opening. 

Sunday, regular trips weie run over the 
new line, and the riding was quite heavy. 


A New Kiln. 


Benjamin Johnson, the lumber dealer 
of this city, has just had a large kilp 
erected on Mill street, the building is J8x40 
feet and two stories, with a flat roof. The 
building is a most substantial one and has 
a capacity of 200,000 feet of lumber, 30,000 
of which can be placed in the kiln. The 
heat is furnished by a 40-horse power (un- 
ningham boiler located in the cellar. The 
3000 feet of iron pipe used for drying 
purposes is located beneath the floor, and 
is incased in air-tight compartments, Bad- 
ger Bros. of West Quincy did the piping, 
aod Mr. Patrick McGoey is the architect 
and builder. At the back of the building 
is the 40-foot chimney. The building has 
a very efficient fire service on both floors. 
Mr. Johnson’s increasing business in 
finished lamber prompted him to erect 
this building, and he has now one of the 
best kilns in ithe state. The roof of the 
building is covered with H. W. John’s 
fire-proof asbestos, Four ventilators at 
end of the buiiding are for the passage of 
the dead air. A temperature of about 180 
degrees Fahrenheit will be maintained in 
the kiln, 


James Sumner Dead. 


Mr. James Sumner, a prominent citizen 
of Milton died Sunday evening of heart 
failure after a long illness of Brights dis- 
ease. He was graduated from the Harvard 
law school and fitted for the bar but upon 
the death of his father he took charge of 
his estate on Brush hill. He took the 
stump for Gen. Butler during his cam- 
paigns and in 1885 was the candidate of 
the Greenback labor party for governor. 
In 1894 he was the Populist candidate for 
attorney general. He was at one time 
active in the Knights of Labor. Mr. 
Sumner was about 60 years of age and 
leaves two unmarried daughters.

BALLAST FOR SPIDER CRABS. 


A Difficult Problem Solved In Time of 
Flood at the New York Aquarium, 

In one of the tanks at the New York 
aquarium there. are eight spider crabs. 
The spider crab is the decorating crab 
grown up. The decorating crab plants 
upon its back little sprays and stream- 
ers of various marine plants, which it 
knips off with its pincher claws. It car- 
ries these first to its month, where it 
seems to keepa supply ef waterproof 
glue, and thence to its back. It is sup- 
posed to do this for protectiorf from its 
enemies, for, half buried in the mud 
and with these things rising from its 
back, it is practically invisible. It is 
possible also that the crak tses the 
sprigs for adornment, as it often selects 
growths of bright colors. In its larger 
growth, after it has come to be called a 
spider crab, it ceases to decorate itself, 
though sometimes the seegs of marine 
plants settle on its back and grow there, 
but it never loses the handy use of its 
pincher claws. 

The largest of the spider crabs at the 
aquarium is about 8 inches in length. 
From side to side its legs spread about 
eight inches. The bottom of the spider 
crabs’ tank is covered with graye]. The 
tank was cleaned the other day and all 
but about three inches of the water 
drawn off. When the refilling of the 
tank was begun, all the crabs gathered 
around the intake. Crabs and fishes in 
captivity usually do this, welcoming 
the fresh incoming water as a man in 
captivity might welcome an incoming 
current of fresh air.. The flow of water 
through the intake pipes can be regulat- 
ed at will Here it was permitted to 
run in atits natural force, which was 
about that of water flowing from a hose. 
The flow was broken somewhat by the 
wire strainer over the opening of the 
intake, placed there to keep little fishes 
and crustaceans from getting into the 
pipes, but it was too strong for the 
spider crabs to face. They began to set- 
tle themselves down into the gravel and 
to pile gravel upon thejr backs, appar- 
ently to weight themselves down s0 
that they could withstand it. On a 
sandy or muddy bottom they could have 
buried or partly buried themselves. 
Here the work was more difficult, but 
they were equal to it. 

They would work their legs down in- 
to the gravel and then lift them, dis- 
placing stones in that manner, and with 
their pincher claws they would pick up 
stones. Sometimes a crab would pick up 
two gravel stones at once, one in each 
claw, and place them both on its back. 
It might tackle a stone so big as to re- 
quire both claws in the handling of it 
and raise that and put it on its back, 
Some of the stones would roll off down 
by the crabs’ legs, but they were not 
lost there, for they helped to build up 
around, and the crab would go ahead 
and put up others on its back. 

When the tank was full and the in- 
flow cut off, the crabs went walking 
about again as usual—New York Sun.

He Might Have Been a Southern Soldier 
but For His Wife. 

General William Mahone of Virginia 
sat in Chamberlin’s, deeply interested 
in a well bound volume of substantial 
size.

“JT know a good deal more than this 
book about Thomas’ predilection for the 
southern cause. In passing through the 
state on his way from Texas to New 
York at the time that the legislature 
was deliberating on the question of se- 
cession, Thomas said, with emphasis, 
‘There is nothing for the south to do 
but to fight.’ It was well understood 
that his sympathies were with the peo- 
ple of his native section. 

‘‘I was empowered by the governor 
of Virginia to offer him an important 
position created for him and tendered it 
with the full expectation that it would 
be accepted. He married a Miss Marcy 
of New York, and it is no doubt true 
that his wife’s influence had much to 
do with keeping him on the Union 
side. ’’—Washington Post.

Councilman Sprague offered an order 
appropriating $62,000 for two brick school- 
houses according to plans of Randlett & 
Howe. 

Councilman Bryant raised the point of 
order that a similar order had already been 
rejected. 

The clerk’s records showed an order for 
$61,000 according to the same plans had 
been killed. 

President Bass ruled it in order, how- 
ever, as the amount was different. 

Councilman Bryant disagreed and ap- 
pealed from the decision of the chair. 

Conncilmap Shbackley thought a few 
changes in the order would make it all

Victims of the Revolution. 

Barthelemy Maurice gives the nym- 

of persons sent from the Conciergerie 
to the guillotine as 2,742. Of these 
844 were women, 41 were infants, 
102 were over 70 years of age, while 
one man, D. T. G. Dervilly, epicier, 
Rue Monffetard, was 93 years of age. 
Taine suggests that the numbers given 
are understated, and it is more than 
probable that such records, at least 
during the Terror, were badly kept and 
are unreliable. For anything like a cor- 
rect record of the total number of vic- 
tims of the Jacobins we must consult 
Taine. 

The error surely consists in underes- 
timating greatly the number of persons 
destroyed, and the traditions of the 
Conciergerie as to the numbers butcher- 
ed in the September massacres are donbt- 
less untrustworthy. Of those butchered 
no full record was kept. Considering 
the Conciergerie as a storehouse for the 
guillotine and remembering how short 
a time the mass of the prisoners pass. 
within its walls, it may be asked, H 
shall we find adequate recorders of 
facts of the life in the prison?—Qua:r- 
terly Review. 


Mendelssohn's Contempt For Liszt. 

“You know,”’ said Liszt, ‘‘that Men- 
delssohn, who was the most jealous mu- 
sician that ever lived, always had a dis- 
like for me, and on one occasion, at a 
soiree at Dr. K.’s, he drew a picture of 
the devil on a blackboard, playing his 
G minor concerto with five hammers, in 
lien of fingers, on each hand. The truth 
of the matter is that I once played his 
concerto in G minor from the mann- 
script, and as I found several of the 
passages rather simple and not broad 
enough, if I may use the term, I changed 
them to suit my own ideas. This of 
course annoyed Mendelssohn, who, un- 
like Schumann or Chopin, would never 
take a hint or advice from any one. 
Moreover, Mendelssohn, who, althougha 
refined pianist, was not a virtuoso, never 
could play my compositions with any 
kind of effect, his technical skill being 
inadequate to the execution of intricate 
passages. So the only course open to 
him, he thought, was to vilify me asa 
musician. And of course whatever Men- 
delssohn did Leipsic did also. '’—Etude.

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NO SCHOOLHOUSES, 


ANOTHER “CASTLE’ SECRET. 


Bloodstains in Proof of the Claim That Mrs. 
Connor Was Murdered. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 6.—Science sided De- 
tectives Fitzpatrick and Norton, where 
other agencies had failed, and uncovered 
more startling evidence against H. H. 
Holmes and Pat Quinlan than has pre- 
viously been found in the ‘‘castle.”’ 

There was found in the “castle’”’ by the 
detectives anda medical expert yesterday a 
trail of blood leading from the doorway of 
the dining room of Mrs. Julia L. Connor 
to the sink in the same room, from there 
to the dark chamber, where she and Pearl 
formerly slept, and from there to the in- 
side of the door opening into the bath- 
room, where the secret trapdoor was; on 
the baseboard of that room above the trap- 
door and down on to the secret staircase 
to the false elevator shaft and thence on 
the basement. 

Also from the debris in the dark cham- 
ber, where mother and child slept, there 
were taken some child’s underwear stained 
with blood, a pair of brown diagonal 
trousers . ta ned at the bottom with blood; 
the pocket of a woman’s dress, blood- 
soaked; a handkerchief, which had been 
used to wipe up blood with, and various 
clothes and parts of underclothing, 
soaked with blood. 

These articles were examined micro- 
scopically at the time of their discovery, 
and the test made then and there as to 
the stains and blotches being human 
blood, With but one or two exceptions, 
the experts say they were all marked with 
human blood. A rope was found in the 
dark chamber and in its knots blood was 
discovered, 


SHOT TO KILL. 


Drunken Man Makes Victims of Hotel Pro- 
prieto’ and His Son. 


VERSAILLES, Ky., Aug. 6.—W. N. Lane 
shot and killed James Rodenbaugh and 
mortally wounded H. C. Rodenbaugh, 
father of James, at the Hotel Woodford 
yesterday afternoon. Early yesterday 
morning Lane arrived from Lexington 
quite drunk, and applied at the Hotel 
Woodford for a room, in which to sleep 
off his drunk. He was given a good front 
room. Shortly after 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon Lane came down and kept up loud 
and abusive language. 

James Rodenbaugh, aged 22, son of the 
proprietor and a cripple, came in with a 
revolver in his hand and told Lane to get 
out. Lane drew a pistol and sent a ball 
through the young man’s neck, cutting 
the jugular vein. As James fell, he fired 
at Lane, but the ball barely grazed Lane’s 
left breast. Lane then rushed up to the 
old man and sent a bullet through his 
mouth, into the base of his brain, and still 
another into his spine, as he fell by the 
dead body of his young son. 

Lane was immediately jailed. He is the 
agent for a patent fence, with his office at 
Lexington. H.C. Rodenbaugh was a sol- 
dier in the federal army. He was post- 
master at Nicholasville during Grant’s ad 
ministration. 


Murderous Turks, 

Lonypon, Aug. 6.—Advices dated Ar- 
menia, July 29, say: The condition of 
the Armenians is worse than ever. They 
regard Shakir Pasha as their worst enemy, 
and his appointment as contomptuous de- 
fiance of Europe’s demand. Deliberate 
persecution, slaughter and pillage of the 
Armenians are pursued today with the 
same ruthless vigor and fiendish ingenuity 
as in former years. Armsare distributed 
among the Moslems in the frontier dis- 
tricts, and every day news arrives of fresh 
murders, wholesale imprisonment and 
pillage. If the sultan is courting a revolu- 
tion, he will surely have his way. Unless 
the persecution is stopped, the country 
will be in such a blaze that nothing short 
of Russian occupation will extinguish it. 


In Bitter Earnest. 

LADD, Ills., Aug. 6.— Foreigners at 
Spring Valley, under the leadership of the 
Italians and negroes, who have con- 
centrated their forces at Seatonville, 
are both organizing their men, and, as the 
towns are practically under mob law, a 
deadly conflict is soon anticipated. The 
non-English speaking miners at Spring 
Valley held a meeting yesterday and 
passed a resolution that no negroes, men, 
women or invalids, would be allowed to 
remain inside the city limits after 5 o'clock 
this afternoon. The negroes at Seaton- 
ville held a meeting and organized them- 
selves for active service. As the police 
and sheriff are making no efforts to arrest 
the rioters, the spirit of lawlessness is on 
the increase. 


Dr. Conaty’s Third Term. 

PLATTSBURG, N. Y., Aug. 6.—The board 
of trustees of the Catholicsummer school 
of America yesterday re-elected Rey. Dr. 
Conaty of Worcester, Mass., president, 
with the following board of officers: 
First vice president, Rev. P. A. Halpin; 
second vice president, John Byrne; secre- 
tary, W.E. Mosher; treasurer, Rev. M. 
This is Dr. Conaty’s third 
year as president. 


War Bounty Decision. 

NEw YorE, Aug. 6.—Judge Brown of 
Newburg has handed down an important 
decision regarding the question of boun- 
ties. Under the United States statutes of 
1863 and 1864 provision was made for the 
payment of $300, with interest, to every 
man that served during the civil war or 
sent a substitute in his place. Judge 
Brown declares the act to be unconstitu- 
tional. 

National Ticket Ahead. 

TAHLEQUAH, I. T., Aug. 6.—The general 
election in progress throughout the Chero- 
kee Nation for governor and members of 
the legislature was conducted very or- 
derly. R. B. Rossis the nominee of the 
national party for governor, while S. 
Mayes heads the Dowing ticket. The na- 
tional ticket will probably win. 


Starting With Nothing. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—Archibald Cole- 
manand C. H. Taylor started yesterday 
from the Capitol steps for a “tramp” 
around the world on a wager of $500 that 
they can make the trip without funds, 
earning their way as they proceed, within 
14 months.

Grain Harvesting Begun. 

Heavy showers with considerable rain- 
fall occurred in central and northern 
Maine on the 80th, doing a great deal of 
good to all crops, but causing some dam- 
age by lightning in Oxford county. All 
crops, though delayed slightly by dry 
weather the first of the week, are now 
growing fast. Potatoes are rusting some 
in Kennebec county. Early potatoes are 
reported by several to be light and small. 
Corn is unusually large and fine. Grain 
is ripening fast, and harvesting is under 
way. There is a heavy growth of straw 
and the heads are filled well. The dry 
weather has affected pastures to consider- 
able extent in central counties. Haying 
is generally completed, except on some 
meadows, 

Grasshoppers In Coos County. 

Hayiug is about completed in New 
Hampshire, except in Merrimac and Bel- 
knap counties. Grain is lodging badly in 
some sections, and oats continue to be cut 
green for fodder. In Coos county great 
damage has been done to grain by grass- 
hoppers, our correspondent in that county 
stating that he has seen flelds in which 
nothing but the stock and head was left. 
Except in this section, no reports have 
been received reporting damage by this 
pest. Corn has not progressed well, being 
slow toformears.

Pasturage appears to be in good 
condition over the entire state. Black- 
berries are ripening fast and promise 
abundance, though blueberries are scarce. 
Early varieties of apples are ready for 
market in some portions of the state. 
Potatoes are turning out well, but show 
signs of rust in some localities. Tomatoes 
are fruiting well, and excellent reports 
have been received concerning beans. 
Fall seeding has commenced in some of 
the southern counties. 
Harvesting Delayed. 

Cool and showery weather prevailed 
over the greater portion of Vermont dur- 
ing the week, thereby delaying the har- 
vesting of hay and oats. Little haying, 
however, remains to be done. The crop is 
ofexcellent quality, though deficient in 
quantity. Some rye was harvested dur- 
ing the week, and barley is reported as 
nearly ready to cut. Corn over the entire 
state is spoken of highly, the farmers in 
Windsor county being very much elated 
over the prospects of the crop. The 
weather has been very favorable to pastur- 
ages during the week. Early potatoes are 
a light crop in some sections, while blight 
isreported to some extent in Windsor 
county. Reportg from Chittenden county 
indicate that apples will be small, though 
pears are expected to be more abundant. 

Fine Corn In Connecticut Valley. 

Favorable weather for pastures and 
newly seeded pieces has prevailed in Mas- 
sachusetts, but generally it has been too 
cool for the best growth of vines and other 
crops. Corn has grown well, and is very 
fine; one correspondent in Hampden 
county reports it the best and largest crop 
ever grown in the Connecticut valley. 
He reports that late set tobacco has not 
been doing well, on account of the cold 
nights. Hampshire county correspondents 
state, however, that tobacco has grown 
rapidly, and most of it needs topping. 
Grapes are rotting very badly in western 
counties, and pears and peaches are affected 
to some extent. The pear crop is good. 
Early potatoes are turning out well, and 
are very fine. Atarecent meeting of the 
cranberry growers on the Cape it was 
found that the crop will be below the 
average. The frost of May 16 seriously 
damaged the fruit buds, and in some 
places insects have been very destructive. 
The high wind accompanying the shower 
on the 30th did considerable damage to 
corn in central and eastern districts. 
Some pieces were leveled to the ground. 
Blackberries will be plenty if it is hot 
enough to ripen them. 

Hay All Housed, 

The week in Rhode Island has been par- 
tially cloudy, with some showers. Hay- 
ing progressed as rapidly as the conditions 
warranted, and is about all housed. Con- 
siderable oats have been cut for fodder. 
Potatoes are being sent to market. In 
some sections there are reports of blight, 
and the yield is not up to the average. 
All crops look fine. 

Deluge at Hawleyville. 

The high winds and heavy rains accom- 
panying the showers have beat down corn 
and graiu considerably, and tobacco stalks 
have been slightly injured. The growth 
of corn stalks is very rank, and they are 
easily broken over. At Hawleyville, dur- 
ing the shower on the 4th, 214 inches of 
rain fell in 35 minutes. The cool nights 
have checked the growth of corn and to- 
bacco slightly, but not enough to prevent 
an excellent crop of either. Most corre- 


| Spondents report corn unusually large 


and promising. Tobacco is uneven, but 
in Hartford county many fields have been 
topped, and the crop bids fair to be the 
best in three years. Early potatoes are 
plentiful and of good size; many growers 
report damage by scab. Oats are mostly 
harvested and a good rrop is indicated. 


| One correspondent in Hartford county 


states there is some trouble from yellows 
in nearly every peach orvhard, but there 
will be a heavy crop of peaches.

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 


AMONG THE resolves reported at the 
central labor meeting in Boston, Sunday 
by the municipal legislative committee was 
one requiring the ‘‘ cutting, dressing and 
carving of stone for buildings within the 
confines of the city.’

Sea street should 
be rebuilt, widened out and improved, and 
it should also be lighted, at least during 
the summer season. A lighted boulevard 
well kept and sprinkled would become a 
delightful evening drive. It would enhance 
the value of property and the city would 
get in return increased taxes, 


Iv 1s evident now that appropriations 
for brick schoolhouses cannot be secured 
this year, as no order for brick can be in- 
troduced. If the demand was not so 
urgent for additional accommodations the 
matter might be postponed until the spring 
of 1896, but, the city cannot afford to wait 
and appropriations for wooden school- 
houses should be speedily passed aud work 
begun. 


A REDUCTION of $513,500 in the value 
of real estate in Waltham during the year 
is rather startling, although it did not 
increase the tax rate of that city.

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NEGROES HAVE LEFT. 


All Is Now Reported Quiet In Spring Valley 
: and Vicinity. 

SPRING VALLEY, Ills., Aug. 7.—The situ- 
ation is very quiet in this place. The 
negroes are making no effort to come 
back. Thereports about armed negroes 
coming from Peoria and Chicago to 
avenge Sunday’s affair caused no unusual 
excitement here. They would not have 
only the Italian miners to deal with, but 
every white miner in the city as well, 
numbering in the neighborhood of 2000. 

Word was sent in from Ladd and Toluca 
yesterday promising the whites all the 
assistance necessary in case of an inva- 
sion by blacks from other towns. In case 
of an invasion, 5000 white miners could be 
mustered together in this city in less than 
two hours. The whites of this city do not 
apprehend any danger in that direction. 
They do not express the least sorrow over 
the event of Sunday, and invite a free and 
impartial investigation. 

They claimed to have endured the out- 
rages of the blacks aslong as they could, 
but they are severe in the criticisms of the 
sensational tales told in several dispatches 
to the morning dailies. A whole list of 
names have each day appeared as wounded 
and likely to die. 

A reporter, who was on the ground and 
witnessed Sunday’s battle from beginning 
to end, has succeeded in discovering but 
one negro shot, and the injury is only a 
flesh wound of no serious nature. About 
10 or 12 were assailed with sticks or stones, 
but no attempts were made to kill. The 
prime object, as stated on the ground 
while the fighting was at its height, was 
to scare them into leaving and never come 
back again. Everything has gone along 
smoothly since the negroes were driven 
out. 


Children Burned to Death. 

Bia SToNE GAP, Ga., Aug. 7.—Eli Hix 
went to his home while drunk, built a fire 
in the stove and fell asleep on the floor. 
The house caught fire from the stove, and 
the flames spread to a room occupied by 
Mrs. Hix and five children who were 
asleep. Four of the younger children were 
burned to death before the mother awoke. 
Mrs. Hix escaped with one child, but both 
were fatally injured. Hix was carried 
from the building, but not before he was 
fatally burned. ~ 

Important Franchise Granted. 

City oF MExiIco, Aug. 7.—An import 
ant concession for an industrial railway in 
the valley of Mexico has been granted. 
The charter is for 99 years. Either steam 
or electricity may be used. The new line 
will connect all the industrial establish 
ments in this valley, and also put in con- 
nection various railways coming in here. 
The charter is considered by railway men 
one of the broadest and most liberal ever 
given. 


In Fierce Storm’s Path. 


Osweco, N. Y., Aug. 7.—While Buffalo 
Bill's Wild West show was giving a per- 
formance yesterday, a terrific rain and 


wind storm struck the town. The dress- 
ing tent was blown to tatters, and many 
men were slightly injured. Half of the 
canyis-covered grandstand was blown 
down. Many women and children were 
thampled upon and badly hurt, but none 
will die.

Yachtsmen’s Comment. 

In speaking of the matter, William H. 
Butler, of the steam yacht Forgetmenot, 
said: ‘“‘The Vigilant was in the right 
and should have had her course and run 
into the Defender.” 

J. B. King, owner of the schooner 
Elsie Marie, thought the Vigilant should 
be allowed to race fairly and not be 
bothered all the time through the De- 
fender’s disregard of racing rules, 

George Butler, of the steam yacht For- 
getimenot, said that if Mr. Willard had not 
given way on two occasions, there would 
be no cup defender except the Vigilant to 
meet the Valkyrie. 

W. E. Iselin thought that the Vigilant 
should not have been withdrawn, and that 
if the Defender was wrong, the regatta 
committee should rule her out. 

Colonel Hester of the sloop yacht 
Wizard said: “IT think the Vigilant 
should have had a show and should not be 
made to relinquish all her rights to the 
new boat.” 

J.S. Bearsford said: “If Captain Barr 
had not been ordered to keep off, there 
would certainly have been a collision.” 


Another Italian Shooting Affray. 

Boston, Aug. 8.—An Italian fruit 
dealer named Sgrio was shot by another 
fruit dealer named Spadero, in front of 
Spadero’s store on North street yesterday 
morning. Sgrio will probably die. The 
shooting is supposed to have come about 
because Spadero discharged a boy who is 
said to bea re'ative of Sgrio. Sgrio walked 
down by Spadero’s place yesterday, and in 
going by made a grimace at Spadero, and 
shrugged his shoulders in the true Italian 
manner. Spadero saw Sgrio had a knife, 
and, coming out with his revolver, shot 
three times, hitting his enemy each time. 
Spadero told the police that he shot in 
self-defense, but Sgrio says the knife seen 
by Spadero had been in his pocket, but 
had fallen ont, and that he was just stoop- 
ing over to pick it up. 


Death of Father Hughes. 

HARTFORD, Aug. 8.—Very Rev. Father 
James Hughes died at 8:30 o’clock last 
night from an attack of hemorrhage of 
the stomach. The deceased was 64 years 
of age. He was born in Longford county, 
Ireland, in October, 1830. He came to this 
country in 1844. He was educated at 
Fordham college, graduating in 1848. He 
came to Hartford, Nov. 10, 1854. He had 
been vicar general for years. Owing to 
the infirmities of age, he recently asked to 
be relieved from the duties of vicar gen- 
eral, and Father Muleahy of Waterbury 
bas been filling the duties of the office. 


Doctor Charged With Murder. 


Boston, Ang. 8.—Dr. J. W. Brown 1s 
under arrest on complaint for murder. 
One of his patients, the wife of Perley C. 
Farrell, died at 143 Worcester street, and 
it is alleged that Brown is responsible for 
her death. He has in the past been called 
upon to defend himself in court. In this 
particular instance he was neatly trapped. 
Being ushered into the room in which the 
dead body lay, and supposing that nobody 
except the husband was present, he con- 
versed in such a way as to furnish strong 
evidence against himself, for there were 
three policemen concealed where all he 
said could be heard. 


Writer of Popular Songs. 
PORTLAND, Me., Aug. 8.—Dr. George F. 
Root, the well-known composer of na- 


tional music, died suddenly at his sum- 
mer cottage on Bailey's island. Dr. Root’s 
7th birthday and his golden wedding ap 


niversary were to have beém celebrated to- 
gether on Aug 88. Prominent among Dr. 
Root’s musical works were several can- 
tatas. When the war came on he wrote 
the war songs, ‘The Battle Cry of Free- 
dom” (‘‘Yes, We'll Rally ‘Round the 
Flag, Boys),” “Just Before the Battle 
Mother,” “Tramp, Tramp, Tramp,” and 
“The Vacant Chair.”

FUTURE OF THE SOUTH 


Promises to Compare Favorably With 
the Northern Section, 


Paying Crops of Fruit, Cotton 
and Grain. 


Bills Going Up and a Consequent Demand For 
Labor at Good Prices. 


BALTmMoRE, Aug. 8.— The Manufac- 
turers’ Record this week has the following 
interview with Hon. Hoke Smith in re- 
gard to the business outlook of the south, 
based on special investigations: 

“I have never seen the south look so 
prosperous, especially Georgia. Hard 
times are rapidly becoming extinct, and I 
believe that the southern states are mov- 
ing on to the most prosperous epoch in 
their history. Georgia farmers will make 
this year better corn crops and raise more 
wheat than ever before. It is safe to say 
that the food supply of that state, if prop- 
erly distributed, will be sufficient for two 
years’ consumption. The corn crop is in 
better condition than for years past, and 
will probably exceed every former produc- 
tion of the state. More fine hogs are be- 
ing raised than for many years. The rais- 
ing of all needed food supplies leaves cot- 
ton a surplus crop, and proves the diversi- 
fied agricultural possibilities of that sec- 
tion. 

“Cotton is sufficiently advanced to in- 
sure a good crop, and, while Texas is be- 
hind in proportional production, Georgia 
and the adjoining states will furnish an 
average yield. The crop will be produced 
at less than usual cost. Many southern 
farmers, because of enforced economy, are 
unable to borrow money on their crops, 
and on this account have made the present 
crop with leas debts than heretofore.” 

Secretary Smith is enthusiastic over the 
signs of prosperity among the fruit grow- 
ers of Georgia. ‘‘More peaches,” he said, 
“have been raised and marketed than ever 
before in the history of the state. They 
are large and juicy. The magnitude of 
this industry can be appreciated from t.. : 
fact that during the season one railway 
has been hauling from 60 to 90 carloads of 
peaches a day in refrigerator cars from 
Georgia to eastern points. These trains 
have been 

Run on Lightning Schedules, 
making even better time than the vesti- 
bule limited passenger trains. The water- 
melon crop in Georgia was a tremendous 
one, and in most parts of the state a 
profitable one. Grape growing is making 
rapid progress, and a number of Swiss 
settlers who purchased a few years ago 
some poor, red clay land have made re- 
markable success in growing grapes and 
making claret.” 

Secretary Smith says he noted many 
evidences of industrial progress, and be- 
lHeved that the industrial boom in the 
south, which was temporarily set back by 
the late panic, is on again. He sgys: 
“Cotton manufacturing was never more 
successful than it is today, and all the cot- 
ton belt mills are being erected and old 
mills are being enlarged. Much of this 
is being done by southern capital, al- 
though a number of New Englanders are 
making large investments in cotton 
manufactures in the south. Inathe iron 
district of Alabama a number of furnaces 
have recently gone into blast, and the 
workmen in that section are now fully 
employed and many of them at increased 
wages. All over the south the demand 
for labor is constantly increasing and at 
good prices. 

“T look forward,”’ said Secretary Smith, 
“to the south’s future more firmly than 
ever before. Conditions were never better 
for a return of prosperity unexampled in 
the history of the section. If our people 
continue in their present conservative 
way, much of the flow of eastern 
capital, which has hither traveled else- 
where, will come to us. Unwise legis- 
lation might prevent this, but I do not be- 
lieve such legislation possible. The place 
for a young man, an old man, a rich man, 
ora poor man, willing to work and anxious 
to improve his fortune, is in the south,”

American and British Missions At- 
tacked by Vegetarians, 


Chinese Troops Can Render 
but Little Aid. 


Further Details of the Recent Attack on the 
Missions at Ku-Cheng. 


» Canton, Aug 8 — The British and 
American missions at Fath-Shan were at- 
tacked yesterday afternoon by a largeand 
infuriated mob. 

The hospitals were demolished. 

Some of the missionaries fled to Shamen, 
while others remained. 

A Chinese gunboat has been dispatched 
to quell the riots. 

Itis reported that all the missions at 

Kwang-Tung will soon be destroyed and 
the missionaries driven to the treaty 


ports. 

The Vegetarians are 12,000 strong and 
well-armed and organized, and able to 
withstand the Chinese troops. 


THE KU-CHENG MASSACRE 
Described by Dr. Gregory, an American Mis- 
sionary at That Piace. 

Dr. Gregory, an American missionary, 
who escaped from Ku-Cheng, gives the 
following account of the massacre there: 
At 12:30 p. m., Thursday, Aug. 1, a 
native Christian rushed into my study, 
saying that several of the foreign ladies at 
Hwsang, & mountain resort about 12 
miles from the city of Ku-Cheng, had been 
killed that morning, and that two houses 
had been burned. Fifteen minutes latera 
note from Mr. Phillips confirmed this. 
He wrote that five ladies were dead, the 
Stewarts were missing, and four persons 
were seriously wounded. He expressed 
the hope that I was then on my way to 

Hwasang. 

I immediately went into the Yamen, 
where hundreds of excited natives had 
already gathered, and requested the dis- 
trict magistrate, Wong, to send some 
soldiers at once to Hwasang to protect 
those still living. In half an hour the 
magistrate went to Hwasang under ap 
escort of about 60 soldiers. 

At3 p. m. I left Ku-Cheng under an es 
cort of 13 soldiers, arriving at Hwasang at 
8p. m., tofind that nine adults, all Brit- 
ish subjects, had been murdered, and that 
all those still alive at Hwasang—eight 
only—had been more or less injured, ex- 
cepting Mr. Phillips, who had arrived 
only two or three days before and was 
lodging at a native house some distance 
from the English cottages. 

I was deiayed in leaving Ku-Cheng, ow 
ing to the fact that the coolies refused to 
carry chairs. On my arrival I went to 
work to make the injured as comfortable 


extending from the angle of her mouth, 
diagonally, outward and downward seven 
inches long, completely dividing the lower 
lip and exposing the interior maxillary 
bone; one cut on the crown, three inches 
in length and quite down to the inner 
table of the skull; one cut across the nose, 
beneath the right eye, five inches long, and 
another, three inches long, on the right 
side of the neck. The last two were skin 
wounds only. There were also two con- 
tusions on the right arm and a deep punc- 
tured wound on the outside of the right 
thigh. Her condition is serious. 

Miss Mabel C, Hartford, of the Method- 
ist mission, the only American residing 
in Hwasang at the time, was livingin a 
small native house some 20 rods from the 
English cottages. She was attacked by 
one of the assassins armed with a trident. 
She received a slight cut in the lobe of the 
ear; was thrown to the ground, beaten 
about the lower extremities and the body. 
While the murderer was engaged in this 
attack a servant grappled with the assail- 
ant, and during the struggle Miss Hart- 
ford escaped. 

Miss Hellis remained hidden until al) 
Was over, Her nervous system sustained 
4 serious injury. 

Mildred Stewart, aged 12 years, received 
a wound on the outside of the right knee- 
joint, six inches long, exposing the joint, 
and two punctured wounds, one on the 
left leg and one on the left foot. Her con- 
dition is serious. 

Baby Stewart, 13 months old, has a 
severe injury to the right eye, asmalj 
penetrating wound in the frontal region, 
which enters the cranial cavity, and sev- 
eral severe bruises on the head and body. 
The injuries will probably prove fatal. 
All the wounds apparently were made by 
the swords and spears. 

Of those killed outright, Mr. and Mrs. 
Stewart, Nellie Suunders, and Lena Pel- 
Jow, an Irish nurse, were almost wholly 
incinerated in the burned house. In all 
probability they were murdered before the 
house was burned. Kathleen Stewart saw 
Nellie Saunders lying unconscious on the 
nursery floor, 

Hessie Newcomb was cut on the left 
cheek and left hand, probably with a 
spear, and then was thrown over a steep 
embankment, where we recovered the 
body. 

Miss Marshall's throat was frightfully 
cut, and there was 4 deep sword wound in 
the left wrist. 

I failed to find any serious wound on the 
body of Miss Stewart. I am inclined to 
think she died from shock. 

Miss Gordon received a deep spear wound 
in the face, another in the side of the 
neck and one on the right side of the head. 

Topsy Saunders’ death was caused bya 
spear wound on the right side of the head, 
the weaponentering the brain. The last 
three bodies were lying in one heap. 

This frightful massacre was done by the 
members of the secret society known as 
the Vegetarians, who have been causing 
much trouble alike to Christians and 
heathens in and around Ku-Cheng city. 

From various reports of those who saw 
the attack, I believe that about 80 men | 
were engaged. They were armed witb 
spears aid swords, and seemed strongly 
organized under one leader. The attack 
came like a thunderbolt out of a clear sky, 
not one of the victims having the slightest 
intimation of the intention to assault 
them. Thirty minutes from the time the 
onslaught commenced not a single Vege- 
tarian was to be seen near the grounds of 
the massacre. 

When the question is raised as to the 
cause of the terrible massacre, one need 
have little doubt that the Vegetarians 
were the active participants, and that the 
local and provincial authorities were di- | 
rectly implicated in the crime seems cer- | 
tain, for the society has Leen strong 
around Ku-Cheng for two years, and ip 
creasing.

THE DEPOT FIRE. 


Fire Department it Critic ed for Being 
Too Efficient. 


The alarm from Box 64 did not come in 
very correct Thursday noon, as Box 62 was 
pulled at the same time, but the indicator 
at the Central station gave the right num- 
ber and the department were soon on the 
way to what proved a stubborn fire in that 
antiquated building known as the Atlan- 
tic depot. The Central station apparatus 
made a remarkably quick run, reaching 
the scene of the fire just ahead of Hose 2; 
too quick the Atlantic people say. 

When they arrived the upper part of the 
building was a roaring furnace, and the 
smoke was so thick in that vicinity as to 
become almost stifling. 

The Combination Chemical, which was 
first on the scene, laid a line of hose from 
the hydrant on Hancock street, as did also 
Hose 2. Two lines were a!so run from the 
hydrant near the depot and a fifth line 
came from the steamer on O1d Colony 
street. A sill cock stream at the depot 
did good service before the department ar- 
rived. 

With all these streams the building was 
surrounded and the water pressure was ex- 
cellent. 

It was the oft expressed wish of the 
bystanders to let her burn bat the depart- 
ment heeded them not but put out the fire. 

The upper part of the buildiug was occu- 
pied by Alden Packard, a night watchman 
at the Consolidated Manufacturing Co,’s 
works. 

Mr. Packard was at home alone at the 
time but was asleep and he had some diffi- 
culty in getting out and it was impossible 
to save any of his furniture which was 
practically ruined. The damage to the 
lower part of the building was by water. 

Mayor Hodges was an interesting specta- 
tor to the fire. 

As the men were making up some one 
said Box 51 bad sounded and there was a 
hustle for a few moments throwing op 
rolls of hose and away they started. 

That alarm proved to have been caused 
by across of some nature and the addi- 
tional run was had for nothing. 

The loss on the depot is estimated at 
$300 and on the contents at $200.

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 
| THe TAX rate of Quincy last year was a 
| record breaker, the highest in the history 
of Quincy, and no one expected an increase 
|this year. The reduction was inevitable 
| but is pone the less welcome. The matur- 
|ing debt was $11,279 less, and accounts 
| for a reduction of 66 cents, of the total of 
|80. The aggregate of the State and county 
tax is also jess this year. The levy for 
| current city expenses is the same as in 
| 1894, and would have been less but for an 
} increase in appropriations, as the income 
|was larger, including $5,000 from the 
| Willard bondspen and a big increase in 
| waterrevenue. The item for interest in 
| 1895 is $3,114 46 larger than in 1894, yet 
| those who recall the argument at the last 
| election that the debt had been reduced, 
and who have in mind that the rate of 
| interest is lower cannot see the necessity 
| for the increase. The income from polls is 
| slightly smaller, and the amount for over- 
| layings some larger. The total levy is 
}only $5,000 less, although $11,000 less 
| deb: is being paid off. 
Quincy’s tax rate of $16.80 compares 
|very favorably with other cities of the 
| State. The average rate is probably below 
that of the cities generally, being but 
$14.88 for seven years of the city, and but 
| $15.05 for the past fourteen years. The 
|rates for the past two years are consider- 
ably in excess of the first five of the city, as 
the following comparison slows:

It will be observed that the valuation 


has very nearly doubled since Quincy be- 
came a city in 1888. The average increase 
in seven years has been over one million a 
year, and the real estate has jumped from 
$7,825,250 to $14,590,825, The personal 
estate is not valued as high as it was five 
years ago, and is only one million larger 
than in 1883, 
Comparison by Wards. 

Every ward of the city except the Quincy 
Point ward shows an increase in valuation, 
and there the loss is small. Every ward 
gains in real estate. The Centre, Wollas- 
ton and Atlantic gain in personal estate, 
and Quincy Point, and South and West 
Quincy lose. Ward One continues to pay 
more in taxes than any other two wards 
and one third of the total. The little ward 
of Atlantic,the smallest in population,made 


the largest gain in total and real estate | 


and also stands second in increase of per- 
sonal. The Wollaston Ward stands second 
in total and real estate gain and third in 
increase of personal. Ward One made the 
largest gain in personal estate, about one 
half of the personal estate in the city

JAPAN'S PRETENSIONS 


Might Draw the United States Into 
War In Certain Contingencies. 


Navy Department Neutral In 
Chinese Troubles. 


Americans at Shagghai Beg Leave to Differ 
With Minister Denby. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—In the event of 
& war between Russia and Japan, the 
United States may find itself an unwilling 
party unless the Japanese retreat from 4 
position which they assumed toward the 
United States during the last war with 
China. 

It is not generally known that just be- 
fore the declaration of the armistice which 
preceded the signature of the treaty of 
peace an issue had grown up between the 
United States and Japan that threatened 
to lead to actual hostilities between the 
two countries, and that a hostile clash 
was perhaps only averted by the con- 
clusion of the Chinese war. 

This issue arose through the assertion by 
the Japanese authorities of the right to 
search American vessels. They insisted 
that they had a right to search an Ameri- 
can vessel, and, if they chose, to take from 
her any Chinese or any enemy they might 
find, even though they were but pas- 
sengers. Minister Dun very promptly 
denied the existence of any such right on 
the part of a combatant, and a hot corre- 
spondence ensued. 

The Japanese insisted on their right, 
and even when Mr. Dun reminded them 
that the United States had gone to war 
with Great Britain on just this issue, and 
had forced the abandonment of any claim 
to such a right, they refused to abate their 
pretensions one jot, though the minister 
intimated that the first assertion of such 
aright would be regarded by the United 
States as an unfriendly act. 

The Chinese Troubles, 

Consul General Jernigan has taken a 
great deal of interest in the recent Chinese 
troubles, and has sent several dispatches 
to the state department giving informa 
tion and making suggestions for pro- 
tection. 

It is the impression among some officials 
that the consuls, without being fully 
aware of the situation, have asked for 
troops from the warships where it would be 
impracticable for vesselsto go. The state 
department has not called upon the navy 
forany ship orforce to land and proceed 
into the interior. 

Minister Denby has authority to call 
upon Admiral Carpenter for United 
States forces, and under his instructions 
the admiral is bound to furnish them 
Both state and navy departments believe 
that the United States representatives on 
the ground, clothed with ample powers, 
are better able to act for the best than 
those here in Washington. 

Acting Secretary McAdoo said yesterday 
that he could give Admiral Carpenter nu 
instructions, and especially as Minister 
Denby had not asked that anything be 
done. As to the suggestion that the ad- 
mira! should send a force in boats, he said 
that the minister and admiral were better 
able to know whether such a course was 
wise. It might be a sacrifice of men to 
send them several hundred miles into the 
interior. 

The British government had more cause 
for making a demonstration than the 
United States government, and yet no 
English force had been sent to the scene of 
the trouble. Mr. McAdoo said that 4D or- 
der from him to Admiral Carpenter might 
wholly interfere with plans or operations 
the commander had in view or under way. 

Americans at Shanghai have sent a 
cable dispatch to President Cleveland pro- 
testing against United States Minister 
Denby’s action in consenting that the 
British consul should represent America 
inthe Sze-Chuen inquiry. They recom- 
mended a reconstruction of the commission 
by sending an American official of ad- 
equate rank and the exclusion’ of impli- 
cated Chinese officials. They also recom- 
mend that & marine escort accompany the 
commission. 


Quite Exclusive. 

Dosgs Frrry, N, Y., Aug. 10.—A syndi- 
cate, composed of wealthy New Yorkers, 
have purchased about 230 acres of land at 
this place and intend to have a country 
club, casino and hotel, The club which is 
to be formed will charge an initiation fee 
of $250 and the annual dues will be $150. A 
dock will be built, which will cost about 
$40,000. Members of the club can pur- 
chase plots of land, but no outsider will 
be sold any property, 


Pelican’s Odd Action. 

St. Jony’s, N, F., Aug. 10.—The Brit- 
ish warship Pelican forced a party of New- 
foundiand fishermen to leave a fishing 
harbor on the French shore because the 
French wanted it. The Newfoundlanders 
had to abandon the fishery altogether. 
They will claim indemnity from the im- 
perial government, British subjects here 
are very indignant, though such back- 
downs on England’s part are of yearly oc- 
currence. 


Six Involved by Faiture. 

NEw YORK, Aug. 10.—It iz current re- 
port in hardware trade that six concerus 
in this line, five of which are in New York 
and the New England states, and one ino 
Chicago, are involyea in the series of fail- 
ures precipitated by the failure of the 
Woodrough & Hanchett company of Chi- 
cago on Aug. 3, through using each other’s 
paper. 


Electrics Collided. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 10.— Two heavy 
electric cars collided yesterday afternoon 
and 10 persons were badly injured. The 
accident was caused by the failure of the 
motorman to throw a switch. There were 
at least a dozen persons slightly injured. 


Going on the Stage. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—Zella Nicolaus, 
who is suing George Gould for $40,000, is 
to make her debut as a burlesque actress 
in “The White Crook,” performing a 
singing specialty, which will be introduced 
for her. 


Out of Court. 
LeNnDON, Aug. 10.—The action for slan- 
der brought by Mrs. Jacoby against Coun- 
tess Cowley was settled yesterday. Mrs. 
Jacoby, it appears, did not write the let- 
ters which formed the basis of the suit. 


At Their Oid Tricks. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 10.—Advices 
from Tarsus, Asia Minor say that a mob 
attacked the American mission school at 
that place, maltreating several of the stu- 
dents and threatening the missionaries.

FIGHTING IN ECUADOR. 


Government Troops Routed by Patriots in a 
Hard-Fought Battle. 

New YORE, Aug. 10.—A dispatch from 
Panama says in regard to Tuesday’s bat- 
tle at San Miguel, Ecuador: General 
Sarasti’s vanguard of over 600 troops at 
tacked the advanced guard of the patriotic 
army, commanded by General Vernaza. 

After 13 hours of continuous hard fight- 
ing, General Sarasti’s troops were routed 
and fled toward Riobamba, demoralized, 
and leaving 40 prisoners. The patriot 
army lost Colonel Castille, who was 
killed. Majors Roca and Monteverde were 
wounded. General Sarasti’s vanguard 
was led by General Fierro 

General Eloy Alfaro has arrived at 
Guamote, and is now facing General 
Sarasti’ army. It is expected that a de- 
cisive battle will occur at once. Ecuador 
is having a national festival over General 
Vernaza’s victory. 


Favor Asked of Peru. 

Lima, Aug 10.—It is reported that Chill 
urges Peru to declare the province of 
Tarapaca free of all mortgage liens 
which date previous to the war of 1879 
The province of Tarapaca is the extreme 
southern portion of Peru, which was con- 
quered by Chili in its war with Bolivia 
and Peru. The seaport between Iquique 
and Pisagua, which was ceded by Chili to 
Bolivia in the treaty of peace between 

| those two countries, is in this province, 
and Chili's request to Peru, noted above, 
probably has to do with the settlement of 
questions growing out of the war. 


Business Must Be Booming. 

LonbDON, Aug. 10.—The Times’ financial 
article this morning remarks that the 
great increase of British exports to 
America for the last six months is indi- 
cated by the board of trade returns, 
amounting to £5,326,673 over 1894, while 
the imports have decreased +#2,900,179 for 
the same period.

CREDULOUS CHINAMEN 


Readily Accept False Stories Concern- 
ing Missionary Workers. 


The Probable Cause of the Re- 
cent Massacre. 


Words of Praise for the Devotion Exhibited by 
Miss Hartford. 


Boston, Aug. 12.—Miss Clara M. Cush- 
man of Dedham, for seven years & mis- 
sionary at Pekin, in an interview witha 
Standard reporter, asserts a belief that 
the latest massacres may be o. » of the re- 
sults of the recent war between China and 
Japan. Ku-Gheng is many hundred 
miles from the central government at Pe- 
kin, and it is probable that the people had 
only rumors of the trouble, and so got all 


-sorts of stories, some of which may have 


started the trouble. 

“The uninformed Chinese,” Miss Cnush- 
man continyed, “believe that the foreign 
missionaries cut out the eyes and hearts 
of the natives to useas medicine. They 
are quick toaccept any story they hear, so 
that the foreigners there can never tell 
when a mob will come upon them.” 

Miss Cushman thus deseribes Ku- 
Cheng: “Ku-Cheng is quite a distance 
from Foo-Chow, up the Min river. It isa 
walled city of about 2¢ 000 inhabitants, 
and has the reputation of being a very 
neat and clean city. Miss Hartford has 
4s an assistant, Miss Wilmina H. Rouse of 
Minnesota, who was probably not in the 
massacre, as her name is not mentioned. 

“The missionary society of the M. E. 
church has two other missionaries at Ku- 
Cheng, Rev. H. C. Wilcox, presiding elder 
of Ku-Cheng district, and Dr. J. J. Greg- 
ory, incharge of Wiley hospital. The only 
building owned by the Mgthodist is a 
chapel valued at $2500, in which the aver- 
age attendance at Sunday worship last 
year was 250. Their homes, schools and 
hospital are in hired houses, which fact 
may have saved both buildings and in- 
mates from the fate of the English mis- 
sionaries and their buildings.” 

Miss Hartford's Self-Sacrifice, 

Miss Cushman, being in a position to 
speak of Miss Hartford, who so narrowly 
escaped death at the hands of the Vege- 
tarians, through personal acquaintance, 
saysofher: ‘Miss Hartford was sent to 
Ku-Cheng in 1887 by the Women’s Foreign 
Missionary society of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church. She was at that time a 
very popular teacher in the public schools 
of Dover, N. H. She has no father, 
mother, brother or sister living, but is en- 
tirely devoted to her work. 

“Although the five-year term for which 
she went has expired, she has steadily re- 
fused to accept the vacation, with privi- 
lege of visiting America, saying that she 
preferred to stayin China with the work 
and finally die there. But because of ill- 
health and need of rest she had almost 
made up her mind to take the needed 
vacation when the troubles came on. 
Mrs. Alderman of Hyde Park, the corre- 
sponding secretary of the New England 
branch of the society, has written to her, 
advising her to take this opportunity, 
while the country is settling down again, 
to come to America.

Her report to the last annual 
conference showed in the Ku-Cheng dis- 
trictone boarding school, withan enroll- 
ment of 44; 14 day schools, with anen- 
rollment of 200 scholars, and one Bible 
training school, with an enrollment of 20. 
Miss Althea M. Todd of this city is now 
under appointment to join Miss Hartford 
at Ku-Cheng, and was expected to leave 
in about a month, 

Troubles Anticipated, 

“That trouble has long been brewing 
seems proven by part of a letter received 
by Mrs. Alderman from Miss Hartford. It 
is dated at Foo-Chow, May 2, and says: I 
was obliged to close the women’s and 
girls’ schools April 9, on account of fears 
of local insurrections. The English mis- 
sion closed their schools two weeks earlier, 
but I had hoped matters might clear up, 
and 50 held on. At last I found I cauld 
not stand out alone any longer. Everyone 
thought the schools ought to be closed, so 
Iyielded. Then I was sick, so when Dr. 
Gregory urged me to come to Foo-Chow 
and have a rest, I came.” 

Miss Cushman thinks the criticisms 
made of United States Minister Denby are 
unjust, as, during her residence in Pekin, 
he had been very careful to protect the 
missionaries’ rights; was on friendly terms 
with them all, and they esteemed him 
highly. 


A Political Straw.

A Light Breeze Causes an Uninter- 
esting Race.

Pastures Dry. 


Central and Southern States Favored With 
Frequent Rains. 


Bostoy, Aug. 13.—The New England 
weather bureau issues the following bul- 
letin for the week ending Aug. 12: 

A sharp drought has prevailed in most 
northern districts during the week, and 
feed is getting short in pastures, and there 
is poor prospect at present for a second 
grass crop. In the south very growing 
conditions have prevailed, and such crops 
as corn and tobacco have advanced very 
rapidly. Tobacco is very good, and cut- 
ting will be well under way this week. 
Potatoes are blighting badly and rotting 
some in the south. Inthe north late po- 
tatoes have been affected by lack of rain- 
fall, but there are few reports of blight or 
decay. Fruit promises well in the south, 
but poorly in the north. All field and 
garden crops are generally excellent 
throughout New England. 

Pastures Very Dry. 

A few local showers have occurred in 
Maine, and a good rain came in central 
sections on the 12th, but in most places 
much more is needed for pastures and 
later crops. Springs and wells are very 
low, and pastures are drying badly. Late 
potatoes have been affected by the dry 
weather, and one correspondent in An- 
droscoggin county reports that they will 
be very light. One in Kennebec county 
also says: “I never saw potato vines go 
down quicker in my life. They seem to 
scorch or blight all at once; in a week 
they have turned and died down with the 
tubers half grown.”’ This blight has not 
been reported from other sections and 
may not be general. Corn is excellent. 
Grein is ripening fast, and generally the 
weather is favorable for harvesting. All 
kinds of grain promise a good yield; oats 
are very heavy, with no report of rust. 
The reports of apples indicate a very light 
crop of the winter variety. 

Good Outlook For Winter Feed. 

Feed in pastures is poor, and the grass 
in flelds is starting slowly in northern 
New Hampshire, where there has been a 
lack of rainfall during the week. In more 
southern districts, although springs and 
wells are very low, feed continues good, 
and a fair second crop is promised. Hay- 
ingis mostly finished, with few corre- 
spondents reporting a full crop, but nearly 
all saying better than expected. There 
will be a good crop of grain and corn fod- 
der, so the outlook for plenty of winter 
feed is good. Corn seems to be affected by 
cool nights to considerable extent, al- 
though itis good. Potatoes show well, 
with no rust reported. One correspondent 
in Derry reports potatoes rotting badly in 
places. Blackberries are very thick, ex- 
cept in Cheshire county. 

Heavy Showers In Vermont. 

Frequent and, in places, very heavy 
showers have prevailed in Vermont dur- 
ing the week. At Northfield about two 
inches of rain fell during Sunday (11th) 
and Sunday night. Streams are well 
filled and fields and pastures have been 
greatly benefited. In southern counties 
especially there are indications of a good 
second crop of grass. The first crop is 
mostly in, and the general report isa 
light crop, farmers in Windsor 
county reporting the lightest crop ever 
cut. Oats have been lodged badly, and 
the late sown are rusting. A good crop is 
assured. Potatoes are promising well, 
with no report of blight or rust. 

Sunshine and Warmth, 

Plenty of sunshine, with the high tem- 
perature, have advanced crops very much 
{n Massachusetts, and have allowed late 
haymakers to finish up and the grain har- 
vest to go on rapidly. Potatoes still 
promise well, though the reports of blight 
are general, and one correspondent in 
central Worcester county reports some 
complaint of their rotting. If the hot 
weather continues they are almost sure to 
rot on all low ground. Rowen is being cut 
in places and is very good—better than for 
years—in Franklin county. Tomatoes 
ripen slowly. Quinces hangon well. Beans 
and late peas are very fine. Root crops 
promise a good yield. Pumpkins are late 
in places, but are setting well. A large 
pear crop will be harvested, but apples 
continue in poor prospect in most orchards. 
The tobacco harvest is well under way in 
Hampshire county, and the crop is re- 
ported in excellent condition. In Hamp- 
den county the late set tobacco is growing 
fast and has mostly caught up. The early 
set is ripe, and a great deal will be cut the 
coming week. 

Haying Mostly Done. 


Potatoes are reported to be very good in 
Rhode Island, with little indication of rot 
yet. Berries are scarce. Apples are re- 
ported average in Providence county. 
The haying is mostly done, with a light 
crop, but with good prospects of a second 
crop on new fields. The week has given 
plenty of rain and sunshine and very 
growing conditions. 

A Favorable Report. 

Steady hot weather, with just enough 
rain in most places, have kept crops grow- 
ing fast in Connecticut. The showers are 
locally very heavy, with considerable 
wind and heavy downpours of rain wash- 
ing newly plowed pieces and damaging 
late sowed turnips, but not to agerious ex- 
tent. Oats are mostly harvested, and are 
a good crop. Tobacco is mostly topped, 
and a very few have begun cutting. The 
conditions have been very favorable for 
this crop, and it is generally looking very 
well. Itis uneven in places from ravages 
of cut worms and the effects of the wind 
and hailstorms, but it does not prove to 
be hurt so much by hail as was at first 
supposed. Potatoes are blighting every- 
where to 4 greater or less extent, and there 
are several reports of rot. Onions are re- 
ported extra good at Greenfield Hill, Fair- 
field county, and a few growers have com- 
menced to pull them. A late report for 
last week from Milford, New Haven 
county, states that onion seed will be 
light. Peaches will be heavy. Apples 
generally promise well in this state. Some 
have begun to cut rowen, with a good 
crop in prospect. Pastures are generally 
good.

FIVE ARRESTS MADE, 


A Move Toward Securing Justice For 
the Ku-Cheng Massacre, 


| 
A Commission of Inquiry ap 
pointed to Investigate. 


The Chinese Government in a State of 
Helpless Confusion. 


CHE-Foo, Aug. 14—Five of the par- 
ticipants in the Ku-Cheng outrages have 
been arrested and will be tried forthwith. 

An official telegram announces that the 
Pekin government, at the suggestion of 
the British minister, N. R. O'Connor, has 
issued a peremptory edict, calling upon 
the governors of all the provinces in the 
empire to prevent the people from being 
misled by idle rumors calculated to excite 
anti-mission disorders. 

Mr. Mansfield, the acting British con- 
sul at Foo-Chow; Mr. Allen, the British 
vice consul at Padoga island; Colonel J 
C. Hixson, the United States consul at 
Foo-Chow; Messrs. Banister and Gregory 
and one of the lieutenants of the United 
States cruiser Detroit, will start from Foo- 
Chow for Ku-Cheng, the scene of the re- 
cent massacres, as soon as possible, in or- 
der to make a complete inquiry into the 
matter. The consular party will be es- 
corted by a detachment of 100 Chinese 
braves, the viceroy having refused to al- 
low an escort of foreign soldiers or ma- 
Tines to accompany them. 

The Chinese government is in a state of 
helpless confusion, and is incapable of 
any decisive action or of exercising any 
effective authority. The results will prob- 
ably prove serious, unless the foreign 
powers take precautions. 


White Men to Blame. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—A report sent 
to the war department by Captain J. T 
Van Orsdale of the Seventh infantry, late 
acting agent at the Fort Hall Indian res- 
ervation, on the subject of the trouble 
with the Bannock Indians, has been for- 
warded to the secretary of the interior 
The report says that there is no wan- 
ton slaughter of game by Indians, 
while it is a notorious fact that hundreds 
of animals are killed by white men for 
nothing more than heads and horns.

A TALK WITH VEST 


In Which the Missouri Senator Expresses His 
Views on Silver. 


CARLSBAD, Aug. 14.—“‘The silver ques- 
tion will never be dropped in America un- 
til free coinage is passed,” said Senator 
George G. Vest of Missouri here yester- 
day, replying to questions put to him con- 
cerning the Missouri, Mississippi and 
fowa conventions. “The people in the 
east,” he continued, ‘believe it will be 
dropped as business revives, but the over- 
whelming sentiment in all the west and 
gouth is in favor of free coinage. I be- 
lieve it will surely be passed in time. 
What the result of its passage will bel 
am unable to predict. 

“The whole of the money power of the 
east and the banks everywhere will un- 
doubtedly make it as difficult as possible, 
and try to furnish a striking object lessen. 
Easternerners say we in the west and 
south do not understand the question. 
But there never was a subject more fully 
discussed or more carefully studied. There 
is nota farmer in my constituency who is 
not fully prepared to discuss intelligently 
all the bearings of the question, and the 
same state of affairs exists throughout the 
southwest.” 

Senator Vest was then asked to explain 
the action of Kentucky and Iowa, if the 
feeling was so universal. In reply he 
said: “I cannot express an opinion re- 
garding Iowa until I know how the con- 
vention was constituted. 
lar to that of Kentucky, composed of state 
officials and officeholders, it is no criterion 
of public sentiment. They would natu- 
rally coincide with Cleveland and Car- 
lisle.”

Spaniards Lose by Sickness, 

From other letters received at the head- 
quarters it is learned that General Gomez 
is meeting with success at every side. He 
is receiving re-enforcements daily. 

The city of Puerto Principe is in a state 
of panic. The Spanish troops do not dare 
to leave the town, and will hardly venture 
into the suburbs. Matters have reached 
such a pass that the troops will mot ex- 
ecute orders, and General Campos has 
been obliged to order the erection of stone 
markers along the lines of march, so that 
he may be sure that the troops actually go 
to the places where they are sent. 

Of the Spanish soldiers who are ordered 
into the interior, more than half return to 
the city suffering from fever or wounded. 
Puerto Principe is turned into a hospital. 
More than 400 Spanish troops are now be- 
ing cared for, and the deaths from yellow 
fever average from 8 to 10 a day. 

At Santiago the situation is even worse. 
The hospital, churehes, hospital encamp- 
ments and other places of refuge are 
crowded. More than 1500 regular troops 
are receiving treatment for sickness or 
wounds. The deaths here are nearly 40 
daily. : 

Many of the regulars are in sympathy 
with the rebellion. At the sugar planta- 
tion, El Sugerano, 50 men, natives of 
Galicia, Spain, joined the insurgents’ 
forces, taking with them their arms and 
ammunition. 

Beside these,a number of young Cu- 
bans who have heretofore shown no inter- 
est in the struggle or have been active in 
the Spanish cause, have formed a com- 
pany and taken the insurrectionist side. 
They are so near Puerto Principe that 
their advance guard is plainly visible 
from the church spires. 


Regiments to Join Insurgents. 

Wicuita, Kan., Aug. 14.—A report comes 
from Guthrie that a regiment is being 
raised in Oklahoma to join the insur- 
gents in Cuba. The territory is filled 
with adventurers, who will join anything 
which promises excitement and novelty, 
while hundreds of unfortunate fellows 
there would seize upon this or any other 
job which promised them good living and 
fair wages. Circulars calling for men 
have been distributed all over southern 
Kansas and Oklahoma, especially in border 
towns. The headquarters for recruiting 
at Guthrie, it is said, is a branch of a 
smaller station at Galveston. 


Mobilization Continues. 

MADRID, Aug. 14.—The mobilization of 
the members of the reserve who have been 
called out for service in Cuba continues 
throughout the country. Though much 
dissatisfaction 1s expressed at being 
ordered away from Spain, the mobilization 
is going on without incident. ‘’he muti- 
Beers at Gerona, Taffalla and Mataro 
have been punished by having the time of 
their service in Cuba extended. 


War Officials Alert. 

MADRID, Aug. 14.—The Gazette pub- 
lishes an order calling 10,000 men into ac 
tive service in September to fill vacancies 
due to the Cuban war.

Explosives ana “Motive | Power. 

According to the opinion of Superin- 
tendent Barker of the arms factory at 
Sparkbrook, England, and a prominent 
expert in that line, the possibilities of 
the industrial use of high explosives for 
generating motive power area fit sub- 
ject of study. Of the gunpowder engine 
he thinks only slightly, as such an ex- 
plosive merely develops in combustion 
Bbout 280 yolumes of permanent gases, 
while the solid resifiues are very consid- 
erable, soon clogging any mac hine. Ney- 
ertheless one pound of gunpowder is ca- 
pable of developing 170,280 foot pounds 
of energy. The new smokeless powders 
| are capable of developing still higher 
energy and are also more gates control, 
while giving off nearly 1,000 volumes 
of permanent gases and leaving no solid 
residue. Though the temperatures de- 
veloped by all these propellants are 
high, he thinks it very possible to over- 
come this difficnlty in the same way as 
it is done with gas engines, or even by 
making use of the energy of the water 
soemployed when converted into steam. 
As English ‘‘cordite’’ develops 1,250 
calories per gram the possibilities of its 
employment in some form of ‘‘powder 
| gas’ engine is remarked upon as not 
without attractiveness to engineers of a 
speculative turn. The temperature of 
gunpowder on explosion is about 4,000 
degrees F., and that of the smokeless 
powder is believed to be considerably 
higher, though this has not yet been 
| fully determined.—New York Sun.

F. Shirley, who was arrested in Boston 
for the alleged embezzlement of $2600 
from Kimball Bros., shoe manufacturers, 
of this city, disappeared under shady cir- 
cumstances Aug. 7, 1893. 

He was foreman of the cutting room, 
and had been a trusted employe for sev- 
eral years. It was Shirley’s duty to pay off 
thehelpin his department. Each hand 
kept a small book, which contained a 
record of piece work. The foreman would 
take the aggregate amount of work on 
books and collect the total at the office to 
distribute among the help. 

He had an excellent opportunity to de- 
fraud the company by adding a small sum 
to each account, collecting the total and 
paying to the men only what their books 
called for. After he had gone it was found 
that he had embezzled $600 of the firm's 
money in this way. 

Shirley lived at 989 Valley street, with 
his wife and two children. He was 45 
years old. He went to work Mond 
morning, Aug. 7, 1593, and left the shop 
soon after

QUEEN TO SUBUECTS, 


Victoria’s Address to New Parliament 
Very Brief but Pointed, 


It Is Formally Approved of In 
Both Branches. 


| Dr. Tanner Creates a Scene In the Commons 
and Is Suspended For a Week. 


Lonpon, Aug. 16.—The hoyse of com- 
mons met at 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
and were at once summoned by the usher 
of the black the house of lords to 
hear the reading of the queen’s speech, 
which was as follows: 

The communications which I receive 
from foreign powers assure me of the con- 
tinuance of their good will. I am happy 
to say that no international complication 
has arisen in any quarter calculated to en- 
danger the peace of Europe. The war be- 
tween China and Japan, which was in 
progress at the opening of the last session, 
has been brought to a peaceable ending. I 
observed strict neutrality during the war, 
and have taken no action in respect thereto 
except as a word from me was likely to be 
favorable to a termination of hostilities. 

I deeply regret to say that the most in- 
human outrages upon a body of European 
Mussilonaries a:e reported from the prov- 
Fu-Kien in China. In reply to 
est representations addressed to the 
Chinese government, by my direction, ac- 
tive measures, which I trust will prove ef- 
fective, are being taken for the punish- 
ment of the murderers and all persons in 
any degree responsible for these crimes. 

Internal troubles which broke out in 
Armenia have been attended with horrors 
which have moved to indignation the 
Christian nations of Europe, and my peo- 
ple especially. My ambassador and the 
ambassadors of the Emperor of Russia and 
the President of the French republic, act- 
ing together, have suggested to the gov- 
ernment of the sultan reforms which, in 
their opinion, are necessary to prevent a 
recurrence of constant disorder. These 
proposals are now being considered by the 
sultan, and I am anxiously awaiting his 
decision. 

The second portion of the speech says: 
At this season of the year it will probably 
be found more convenient to defer to an- 
other the consideration of any 
important legislative measures except 
those which are to provide for the admin- 
istrative ¢ rges of the year. 

The speech concluded with a reference 
to the incorporation of Bechuanaland and 
Cape Colony.

Silver Leaders Emphatic In Their 
Declarations For Free Coinage. 


To Secure Control of Next 
National Convention. 


Speeches Not Altogether Complimentary to the 
Present Administration. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—The silver con- 
vention adopted substantially the same 
address to the people as that partially by 
the Texas convention and in toto by the 
Mississippi gathering. 

The address disclaims speaking with 
party authority—the assemblage belog a 
voluntary one—but strongly represents the 
opinion of the conference to a party con- 
vention for free coinage of silver, and con- 
cludes as follows: . 


Duty to the people requires that the party of | 
the people continue the battle for bimetallism | 


until its efforts are crowned with 
therefore be it 

Resolved, That the Democratic partyin na 
tional convention assembled should demand 
the free and unlimited ooimage of silver and 
gold into primary or redemption money at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, without waiting for the action 
or approval of any other nation. 

Resolved, Second, that it should declare its 
irrevocable opposition to the substitution for 
8 metallic money of a panio breeding corpora- 
tion credit currency based on asingle metal, 
the supply of which is so ifmited that it can be 
cornered at any time by a few banking insti- 
tutions in Europe and America. 

Resolved, Third that it shall declare its op 
Position to the policy and practice of surren- 
dering to the holders of the obligations of the 
United States the option reserved by the law 
of the government of redeeming such obliga- 
gations in either silver coin or gold coin. 

Resolved, Fourth, that it should declare its 
opposition to the issuing of interest-bearing 
bonds of the United States in time of peace, 
and especially to placing the treasury of the 
government under the control of any syndi- 
cate of bankers and the issuance of bonds to 
be sold by them at an enormous profit for the 
purpose of supplying the federal tres y 
with gold to maintain the policy of gold m 
metallism. 

With a view to securing the adhere 
and readoption of the Democratic policy 
set forth by the Democratic national conven- 
tion to be assembied in 1845, and of the nomi- 
nation of a candidate for the presidency well 
known to be in sympathy therewith, we 
hereby pledge our mutual co-operation, an 
urgently recommend to our Democratic bret

His attributes, but this knowledge

2. Christ’s work as creator of the 
world. ‘‘All things were made by Him, 
and without Him was not anything 
made that was made.’’

own, but His own received Him not.” 
As creator of the world it belonged to 
Him, yet this relationship was not ac- 
kuowledged when Christ came.

Boston, Aug. 17.—A report of the first 
count showing the population of the com- 
monwealth of Massachusettson May 1 of 
the present year, from the fifth decennial 
census of the state, was issued yesterday 
afternoon. 

The report shows that the percentage of 
increase in the last 10 years over that of the 
10 years ending in 1885, is, for the state, 
28.48 per cent, and for the city of Boston, 
26.59 per cent. 

Mr. Wadlin, in his introduction of the 
figures, says: ‘It is, perhaps, unfortunate 
that the present enumeration follows a 
period of extreme business depression. 
This undoubtedly affects the returns from 
the textile and boot and shoe cities and 
towns which, in many instances, account 
for the failure to reach a population figure 
as high as that set by sanguine local esti- 
mates, and diminishes the rate of increa-e 
during the last five years of the decenni«!

MAY BE REAPPOINTED, 


Matt Ransom Is Not Now the Minis- 
ter to Mexico, 


Incumbency In Violation of 
the Constitution. 


Salary of the Post Took a Jump While Ran- 
som Was Senator. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—The office of 
minister from the United States to Mexico 
was practically declared vacant yesterday 
by a decision rendered by Holmes Conrad, 
solicitor general of the United States, and 
acting attorney general. 

Mr. Ransom's incumbency was declared 
to be contrary tothe federal constitution, 
and the acting attorney general sustained 
the action of Thomas Holcomb, auditor 
of the treasury, for the state department, 
in declining to pass favorably upon Mr. 
Ransom’s vouchers for salary and ex- 
penses. 


MATT W. RANSOM. 


The decision of the acting attorney gen- 
eral was based on a question raised by 
Auditor Holcomb as to the legality of ¥ -. 
Ransom’s appointment to the Mexic 1 
mission, in view of sec. 2, art. 6 of th. 
constitution, which declares that ‘‘no sen- 
ator or representative shall, during the 
time for which he has been elected, be ap- 
pointed to any civil office under the au- 
thority of the United States, which have 
been created or the emoluments where a 
shall have been increased during such 
time.” 

Where the Hitch Comes. 

Mr. Ransom was nominated by Pres 
dent Cleveland in February last, and was 
confirmed by the senate before his term of 
Office as senator from North Carolina had 
expired. He was a member of the senate 
when the dip! atic and consular ap- 
propriation bill was passed which 
contained a provision raising the 
post of minister t » Mexico from a mission 
of the second class to a mission of the 
first class, and increasing the salary of the 
office from $12 0 $17,500 a year. 

The constit ynal provision through 
which Mr. Ransom has been de- 
prived of office does not bar him from be- 
ing reappointed te the Mexican mission.

traffic, by regular scraping of the surface. 
It would be much better, even, to let the 
dust blow away than to keep it in place in 
the form of mud. The drenching of 
macadamized streets with water is a great 
buisance, and imperils wheelmen very 
| Seriously, in causing their bicycles to slip 
| on the grease-like surface. And when the 
}mud dries it cakes and makes the way 
| disagreeably rough.”

IS IT CORRECT ? 


The Increase in Ward One Should 
be Larger. 


No comparison has yet been made of the 
ward populations, but the LEDGER pre- 
sents some interesting figures below. It 
bas been hinted that the total census is 
below expectations, and an analysis shows 
that it is the Ward One figures which may 
be responsible for this. The Centre has 
not felt the business depression like South 
and West Quincy, yet the gain is only 
about one-third as large. 

Ward One is a big ward in territory, 
being bounded by Town river, the Canal, 
Elm, School, Quarry and Common streets, 
and Farnace brook to Black creek. It in- 
cludes not only the Centre, so called, but 
much of ‘‘the Commons,” Houghs Neck 
and Germantown. The increase of 293 in 
five years appears ridiculously small. 
Certainly more than 12 new houses per 
year have been built, probably more than 
25. 

The gains of Wards Three, Four, Five 
and Six donot vary much. The South 
Quincy ward made the largest actual gain 
and Wollaston is second, The largest 
percentage of gain was in the Atlantic 
ward which has added over 50 per cent. in 
five years. Wollaston is second with 
nearly 50 per cent. The figures for 1895 
and 1890 with the increase are given below:

OF PRODIGIOUS SIZE. 


Valkyrie IT] Surprised Those Who Saw 
Her For the First Time. 


Yachtsmen Turn Out In Force 
to Give Her Greeting. 


Opinion That Defender Has No Mean Com- 
petitor to Deal With. 


New York, Aug. 19.—Aftera stormy 
voyage of 22 days the chosen champion of 
the United Kingdom was sighted yesterday 


afternoon off the Long Island shore. The 
way had been long and the wind and sea 
had been high, but safe through all came 
Valkyrie IIL. 

At 1:15 p.m., by telephone and tele- 
graph, it was announced that the British 
boat was off Forge river. She was then 
about five miles off shore. At 2:35 she 
was passing Smith Point. An hour later, 
the lookout in the tower at Fire island 
saw her coming in from the eastward. By 
4 o'clock Valkyrie III was off Fire island. 

Valkyrie LII is the best boat ever sent 
over by England, and will be met by the 
best boat ever turned out on this side of 
the water. This will be the second time, 
if the Defender is chosen, as she undoubt- 
edly will be, to defend the cup, that a keel 
boat has been 
since an American keel schooner, 
America, first won the cup. 

Craft of all kinds were gotten under 
way to meet and welcome the foreign 
visitor. Among the first of these to get 
in motion was the freight steamer City of 
Bridgeport, with Lord Dunraven’s repre- 
sentative in America, H. M. Kersey, and 
a large party of friends, aboard. 

Vigilant, in tow of the tender Aeronaut, 
and Defender, towed by her tender, the 
Hattie Paimer, were soon hastening to 
welcome the foreign yacht. Valkyrie LI 
passed Forge river life-saving station at 
1:15 p. m., and Smith Point at 2:35 p. m. 
She was reported by Fire Island at 3:32 
p. m., under full sail. 

Welcomed by Big Fleet. 

The fleet of vessels that went down to 
meet the foreiguer was the largest that 
ever advanced to the place of meeting an 
incoming vacht, It was anu all-day job, 
but it was Sunday, and yachtsmen were 
therefore gifted with plenty of time, and 
they put it in in a most courteous manper. 

The news that Valkyrie LIL had been 
sighted off Moriches, L. L, at 1:15 p.m 
spread with astonishing alacrity, if that 
opinion may be formed from the appear- 
ance of the enormous crowds which 
gathered along the Fort Hamilton shore 
Although it was a Sunday crowd, that 
same crowd was nearly doubled by the 
aggregation of “sharps,’’ if not cranks, of 
the yachting species 

As the night wore on, interest in the ar- 
rival of Vaikyrie increased, and, when 
shortiy before 9:39, the report arrived at 
Quarantine that Valkyrie was heading 
toward the upper bay, there was a great 
shout of relief, and somebody raised a 
shout of “Three cheers for Valkyrie!” 
they were given with right good will. 

At 9:45, the Valkyrie, in tow, and fol- 
lowed by two tugs, slowly passed Quaran- 
tine, and was boarded by the health offti- 
cer. The cup challenger looked trim and 
neat. Her saijs were snugly stowed, and 
on her decks were apparently all the meim- 
bers of her crew. Hearty cheers of wel- 
come were exchanged with the English 
sailors, and then, the usual formalities 
having been complied with, Valkyrie con- 
tinued her journey up the bay. 

When Valkyrie III reached the Quaran- 
tine station, she found a good many peo- 
ple waiting for her, and the warmth of 
her reception must have satisfied her offi- 
cers. 


Yachts of all sizes went down the 
bay in the hope of catching a glimpse of 
the cup challenger. The larger vessels 
went away outside of Sandy Hook and 
cruised about.

Off Quarantine, Valkyrie was boarded 
by a reporter, who obtained the following 
story of the voyage: Captain Cranfield 
said: ‘We left Gourock on July 27 with 
a full crew of 42 men all told. After leav- 
ing Tory island on the 28th, we ran into a 
fresh N.N.W. gale, accompanied by high 
seas, Which blew hard for 24 hours and 
then moderated. 

“On July 31 it commenced to blow again 
from N.W. to S.W., and it blew hard for 
five days, when the weather moderated to 
@ light southwest wind, which lasted up 
to Cape Race. There we caught a north- 
west wind which carried us to Sable 
island, when the wind became light and 
left us becalmed at times, and lasting up 
to our arrival here. 

“We sighted Shinnecock light at noon 
today, and at 6:30 this evening, when 20 
miles west of Fire island, we were taken 
in tow by The World tug, C. P. Ray 
mond, and here we are. We made 3016 
mhiles in all, and one day only made about 
70 miles. We never carried away 
or yardarm throughout the voyage.’ 

Valkyrie anchored off Liberty island for 
the night, and was taken to the Erie basin 
this morning. 

Sizing Her Up. 

When the Valkyrie came in sight of the 
gazers from Quarantine, and there were 
many old pilots among the onlookers, the 
universal expression among them was: 
“Well. if she isn’t a big one, I don’t 
know.” Further than that, they said: 
“Why she looks like a prodigious clam 
sloop.” They meant by that that the 
English yacht was one of such immense 
proportions, comparatively speaking, that 
she overtopped all yachts that ever raced 
for the America’s cup. 

The thing that first struck the vision of 
the sailors was the boat's beam. Looking 
at her from ahead of the bow, they saw 
the cutaway front under the bowsprit 
that has become so common in late years. 
When they raised their gaze they saw two 
great, big, bulging sides that ran to the 
midships section, always on the increase 
ef width. The estimate that the Val- 
kyrie measures 27 feet at her widest beam 
was not doubted by any one who knows 
what beam is. Some of the “sharps” 
said they would not be surprised if the 
beam measurement was found to be 28. 

After that, the boys who knew it all 
Went astern of the vessel, and took a look 
at her from that point of vantage.

IMPOSING CEREMONIES. 


Foundation Stene of Monument to William | 
Laid In Berlin. 

BERLIN, Aug. 19.—The 25th anniversary 
of the battle of Gravelotte, which had so 
decisive influence upon the Franco-Prus- 
sian war, was signalized here by the lay- 
ing of the foundation stone of the national 
monument to the late Emperor William I 
by his grandson, Emperor William I, in 
the presence of many of the German suv- 
ereigns and other dignitaries. 

Addressing the brilliant assembly, Em- 
peror William read aloud from the docu- 
ment to be deposited in the foundation 
stone, as follows: “The self-sacrificing 
accord of the German princes; the wise 
counsel and energetic support of Von Bis- 
marck; the consummate strategy and 
genius of Von Moltke; the unequaled 
courage and ability of the commanders of 
the army, and, before all, Crown Prince 
Frederick William; the devoted fidelity of 
Field Marshal von Roon, and the disci- 
pline of the people, rendered success cer- 
tain. 

“But, also, in the direction of works of 
peace, the emperor was untiring to his 
last breath in active furtherance of the 
welfare of the working classes. Thestatue 
of William the Great should form a testi- 
mony of the distinguishable gratitude of 
the princes and people of Germany.” 

At this point Count von Lerchenfeld 
handed Emperor William a trowel, re- 
questing that his majesty would lay the 
foundation of a memorial which would 
remind Germany of the great period of 
her history, and which the entire nation 
desired to erect to the founder of its unity 
and greatness. 

After the emperor had spread the 
cement on the stone, Baron von Buol- 
Berenberg gave his majesty a mallet, at 
the same time declaring that the memorial 
would be a bronze monument of the inex- 
tinguishable gratitude of the nation. The 
emperor then tapped the stone twice with 
the mallet, saying: “In memory of the 
fallen; in recognition of the living, and 
in emulation of future generations.” 

The imperial and royal personages pres- 
ent then tapped the stone in succession, 
while a salute of 101 guns was fired and 
the bands played. Superintendent Gen- 
eral Fabre delivered a short address, and 


after the benediction the band played 
“Nun Danket Alle Gott.’’ Three cheers 
for the emperor were then given. The 


troops presented arms and the bands 


played “Heil dir Kaiser.”

THE COMPLICATED CASE. 


Your correspondent in the issue of the 


| 17th inst., under the heading ‘A Com- 


plicated Case,” is so misleading and wide 
of the truth in the case, that in justice to 
Clan McGregor we feel it our duty to make 
a few corrections, 

In the first place it is said that “‘a de 
mand was made upon Mr. Westiand, who 
in turn demanded to see the books, which 
were denied him.” 

This is not so. Mr. Westland was al- 
lowed by the Clan to appoint any three 
clansmen whom he might choose, the Clan 
to oppoint an equal number, and they to 
go over the books to his satisfaction, and 
their findings to be final. This he refused. 
He was then given an opportunity to say 
how he would agree to make a settlement 
and this te failed to do. He was then 
allowed two weeks to bring evidence to 
show that the charge against him was 
wrong; this he also failed to do. It was 
then that the case was placed to get a 
settlement by the court, and Horace F. 
Spear made an audit of the books by 
mutual agreement of the two attorneys 
and the parties interested. 

Now where it says: ‘* The agreement 
also was that Westland should pay all 
expenses of the arbitration board, unless he 
proved bimself clear. He also furnished 
a bond to abide by the decision of the arbi- 
trators.”’ This is incorrect for the board 
of arbitration was not appointed then, the 
agreement between Mr. Westland and the 
Cian was ilat if Mr. Spear found a deficit 
on the b oks, Mr. Westland would make 
good and pay the expense of the audit, and 
if the books were all right the Clan should 
pay for the audit. When Mr. Spear de- 
clared $350 against him he repudiated the 
decision. It was theu Mr. Westland fur- 
nished the bond for a s'ay of proceedings 
against him for twenty-one days that he 
might have an opportunity to go over the 
books himself. He spent about a week on 
them ion a room in the Adams building, 
attended by a clansmwan who kep! a copy of 
the audit made by Mr. Westiand. The 
bond Saying should they hot agree the case 
Lo go to arbitration, 

When yeur correspondent was speak 
ing on the result of the fiading of the arbi- 
trators, why did he not give the whole re- 
port instead of taking one paragraph which 
neither gives the reasons fur their decision 
on the case, or shows wiiere they reduced 
the amount to fifty cents. The following 
is the full report of the committee on arbi- 
tration a- submitted by them to Cian Me- 
Gregor. 

QUINCY, Mass., Apr. 231 1895,

J. W. McAnarney, E-q : 

We the undersigned, to whom was re 

ferred the guestion in dispute between 


Clan McGregor and Wm. Westiand, as to 
the correctness of his account with said 


Cian, baving given the question consider 


able attention, submit the followirg as our 
fiudings. 

The report submitted to us by Mr. 
Horace Spea’, showed an apparent discrep 
ancy of $350. This report ws carefully ex- 
amined in regard to the dues and initiation 
accounts, and asa result of a conference 
with Mr. Spear, the above iu tbe first in- 
stance was reduced to $23 78 and we then 
proceeded with further examinations. Mr. 
Wes'lanc submitted to us several items, 


claiming that they were not properly cred- 


ited to him on the books. In cunsnita- 
tion with members of the Clan, a ceriain 


| amount of these claims were not disputed, 
}and upon a further examination of the 
| books we find that Westland should be cred 


ited with other items, which leaves a bal- 


} ance small in amount to consider, and as 
| there are other accounts which we have 


Attorney and Counsellor at Law, 


not gone through with, and in which we 


are satisfi-d there are many errors, we do 


not feel justified in deciding that Mr. West 
land is in any arrears to the Clan accord- 


ing to the books.

after the expiration of so many years, it is 
at once apparent that al! the circumstances 
in connection with transactions cannot be 
jrecalled.

® | are caused more by poor book-keeping and 
the intermingling of accouuts, rather than 
short | any real deficiency. 


But as a card was presented on which 


there was a credit, and which was not duly 
credited on the books, we find that 
| Westland is indebted for that amourt and 
| for such other amounts as may be shown 
| on other cards and not daly credited; and 
| we further decree that Westland shall pay 
| the expense of said arbitration, namely,— 
| Mr. H. F. Spear’s bill for clerical examina- 
| tion of the book and $30 for services of 
{the arbitrators, E. W. Marsb, E+q., and 
| H. O. Fairbanks, Esq.

In Spain four-fifths of the transactions 
are on on a cash basis, while in Portugal 
great liberality is shown and quite long 
credit is generally allowed. 

In Turkey even objects of prime neces- 
sity are sold on credit, and in that coun- 
try, as well as in Russia, the time allowed 
is, in most cases, 12 months. 

In China it is not customary to credit. | 
Money is obtained from lenders, who exact 
an interest of 8 to 12 per cent. Business is 
nearly always conducted on a cash basis. 


In Mexico the large commercial houses 
willingly give credit from six to eight 
months, and in real estate trade long terms 
are given customers in which tosettle their 
accounts. 


In Canada sitlements are made at the | 
end of 30 days, with a discount of 5 per 
cent. Sometimes a credit of from three to 
six months is allowed, but in this case | 
there is no discount.

New York, Aug. 22.—Valkyrie III is 
safely drydocked in the Erie basin. The 
vessel's appearance below the water line 
only goes to confirm the judgment that 
had been formed on seeing her afloat— 
that she is a very large and powerful boat. 
There was some surprise that she is so 
very bulky and shows so few signs of the 
beauty that one would look for in a racing 
yacht. 

In spite of Valkyrie’s great size, she has 
certain lines that easily bespeak the 
Watson model. This resemblance was 
chiefly discernible in the angle from the 
bow end downward. From the extreme 
forward end of this stretch down to the 
aftermost part of the keel, there is not 
astraight line in her. It is a continuous 
bend all the way through. Valkyrie’s keel 
is built at an angle that may be called a 
rake. Her bow is very full, and in this 
suggests Vigilant. 

In the matter of overhang, both forward 
and aft, she exceeds Defender, while in 
her spars the difference is further en- 
hanced.

Acid In Oysters. 


emy of Sciences, as reported in La Na- 
| ture, Messrs. Chatin and Muntz de-

tained four grams (62 grains) of phos- 
phoric acid, representing one gram of 
the tribasic phosphate of lime found in 
boxes. The French oysters are less rich. 
They contain only two-thirds as much

L. B. MORRIS. 
Luzon Burritt Morris was born in New- 


town, April 16, 1827. He worked in a 
blacksmith shop and edge tool factory in 
Seymour as a boy, and earned money to 
put him through Yale college, from which 
he graduated in 1554. A year later he was 
elected a member of the state house of 
representatives from Seymour, and served 
two terms. 

In 1857 he was appointed judge of pro- 
bate from the New Haven district, and re- 
moved to that city, where he has since re- 
sided. He was elected s member of the 
house from New Haven in 1870, and in 
1874 was elected to the senate, of which he 
was president pro tem and also chairman 
of the judiciary committee. For a quarter 
of a century he had been a prominent 
member of the New Haven county bar, 
and served six terms as judge of probate. 

In 1888 he was 4 candidate on the Dem- 
ocratic ticket for governor, but, although 
receiving a plurality of votes, Governor 
Bulkeley was seated by the legislature. 
Then followed the deadlock session, which 
was finally settled by his undisputed elec- 
tion to the governorship in 1893 

Mr. Morris married Eugenia L. Tuttle, 
daughter of Lucius Tuttle of Seymour, on 
June 15, 1856. She and three sons and} 
three daughters survive him.

DEFENDER ALL RIGHT. 


Such Is the Positive Declaration of 
Those Who Built Her, 


The Few Slight Accidents 
Were Unavoidable. 


Workmen Busity Engaged in Preparing Her 
For the Cup Race. 


Bristot, R. L, Aug. 24—The many 
rumors which have been eirculated during 
the past few days regarding the condition 
ofthe Defender were given a quietus yes- 
terday afternoon by a positive statement 
made by John B. Herreshoff, in which he 
said that there was nothing the matter 
with the “‘crack’’ boat, and that she had 
more than met the highest expectations of 
her builders 

The several recent accidents which have 
happened to the Defender, including the 
fact thatshe has run aground twice, and 
her withdrawal last Tuesday .from the 
race with the Gould boat, have led many 
people to believe the designers and 
builders were sadly disappointed at the 
outcome of their labors. 

Mr. Herreshoff said that the newspapers 
had used him very unfairly, having pub- 
lished many stories in which there had 
been nota particle of truth. ‘In the first 
place,”” Mr. Herreshoff continued, ‘there 
is nothing the matter with the Defender 
and never has been. The boat was as 
sound asa dollar when taken off of the 
ways, and is just as sound today. The re- 
ports that her hull had been wrenched,

Regarding 
the action of the Defender on Tuesday last, 
Herreshoff stated that it was discovered 
that the second mast was scarcely strong 
enough for the new rigging, and in order 
to prevent any serious accident after the 
steel boom and gaff were placed in posi 
tion, the Defender was brought back to 
Bristol in order that she might be 
thoroughly overhauled and everything 
done that could be done to prevent any 
future accident. 

As scon as the boat arrived, the work of 
overhauling her was commenced. Ina 
short time she was stripped of herrigging, 
wiih the mainboom and mainsail lying on 
deck. As soon asthe new mast is put in 
position, the steel boom will be put on. 
The Defender will then be ready to pro- 
tect the cup from the Valkyrie II. Mr. 
Herreshoff is of the opinion that this work 
will be completed by Monday or Tuesday 
at the latest

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Master of Many Languages. 

WESTFIELD, Mass., Aug. 24.—There is 
now but little doubt that John P. Cowles, 
whose wife resides in this town, has met 
death in South America. It is thought 
that he was killed during one of the insur 
rections in Granada. Mr. Cowles was ap- 
pointed in 1880 by President Hayes vice 
consul and interpreter at Foo-Choo, and 
held the place until nearly the close of 
President Cleveland's first administration, 
returning to the United States in 15¥1. 
He was the son of the late Rey. J. P 
Cowles of Ipswich, and a linguist of con 
siderable note, speaking many languages. 
In 1869 he was sent to Foo-Choo by a Bus- 
ton tea house, and spent over 20 yeurs in 
the Celestial kingdom. 


Wrecker Confesses. 

BELLows FALLs, Vt., Aug. 24.—The 
mystery as tothe condition of the switch 
which caused the wreck of the New York 
express on Aug. 10 is fully explained.

The Clothing Trades Strike,

it. The clothing trades council had de- 
cided that all the remaining contractors 
who have not signed the schedule by 
tonight will have to pay full wages totheir 
employes if they remain idle after next 
Monday. The strikers are jubilant over 
the outcome of the strike, and may in- 
crease the weekly dues to establish such 
a strike fund that the contractors will 
hesitate before again causing a conflict be 
tween the union and themselves

Finally Johnson drew a 
revolver to shoot Crawford, but before he 
could use it Crawford drew his own and 
shot Johnson through the breast. Johnson 
fell, and fired a shot, but it went wide of 
its mark. Johnson expired in a few min- 
utes.

PROVIDENCE, Aug. 24.—Richard McGuy 
died yesterday of a complication of dis 
eases. He was a weaver by trade, but de- 
voted himself to speaking that brought 
labor and capital into conflict for the ad- 
vancement of labor interests. He became 
& master workman of the Rhode Island 
Knights of Labor, and was the recognized 
leader in many successful strikes. On a 
labor ticket he was three times elected te 
the city council,

PROVIDENCE, Aug. 2i.—The Mosler Safe 
company of Hamilton, O., the Mosler Safe 
and Lock company of Cincinnati, and the 
Corliss Safe companv of this city have 
been consolidated under the name of the 
Mosler Safe company of New York. The 
capital stock is $1,000,000. The Corliss 
works at Auburn are to be started im- 
mediately, and will be running in full 
capacity by the year’s end.

FAIR WEATHER NEEDED 


To Insure the Parade of the Knights 
Templar on Tuesday Next, 


Police Arrangements Will Be 
of the Best. 


Souvenir of the Twenty-Sixth Triennial Con- 
clave Has Been issued. 


Boston, Aug. 24.—The clubs in the city 
have made preparations for entertain- 
iwentduringthe week. The Trade club has 
opened its house to all Sir Knights, and 
the Boston Press club will be open to all 
visiting newspaper men. 

The subject most talked of is the parade, 
and it should be so, for, with the 30,000 Sir 
Knights and the 3000 musicians, it will be 
4p event of great magnitude. The list of 
bands is closed, and they are all good, 
solid marching bands. There will be no 
special feature, as was at first thought. 
There will beasmall band from Hamil- 
ton, Ont.,and one from Topeka. The 
Boston and Massachusetts bands will be 
scattered through the procession. There 
isa Texas band coming, which is awaited 
with some curiosity. 

If it should rain heavily on Tuesday, 
the parade will not take place. The ban- 
ners and expensive regalia of the Knights 
make it out of the question to parade in 
the rain, and to postpone the parade uutil 
Wednesday would also be impossible, as 
the laws of the order prevent any parad- 
ing while the conclave is in session, except 
for the purpose of escort duty. Therefore, 
rain will indefinitely postpone this event. 

At the head of the parade will be Dep- 
uty Superintendent Orrinton M. Hanscom, 
on horseback, in charge of a detail of 13 
men. Ahead of him will be a few skir- 
mishers to clear the crowd. All of tle large 
observation stands will have plenty of 
policemen near them, and, in fact, a blue- 
coated guardian of the peace will be seen 
every few feet and on both sides of the 
line of march. 

The Official Publication. 

The publication committee have com- 
pleted their work by issuing yesterday the 
handsome souvenir volume of the 20th tri- 
ennial. It is an exceedingly beautiful 
volume in a cover of green and gold 
Within the long covers are found half-tone 
portraits of Grand Master McOurdy, Chief 
Marshal Lawrence, Edwin B. Holmes and 
Thomas S. Webb, one of the early grand 
masters. Here, also, are the old buildings 
in which the early Boston Templars used 
to meet, illustrating a vivid story of “Inci 
dents in Massachusetts.’’ One of the feat- 
ures of the book isa sketch of the order of 
Knights Templar. 

The grand officers of the grand encamp- 
mentare given a prominent place in the 
book. They sre followed by lists of the 
triennial committee and the sub-commit- 
tees, together with a revised edition of the 
notable general order No. 8, in which the 
details of the parade are given. 

The book also includes many full page 
illustrations of points of interestin Bos- 
ton, Providence and Springfleld. Boston 
advertisers have patronized it liberally. 
The publication committee has accom- 
plished its purpose in making the volume 
a permanent memento of the 45th trien 
nial conclave, as well as to give much in- 
formation to visiting Sir Knights, which 
will be of use to them during their stay in 
Boston. 

Rate Slashing Begun.

The advance guard of the various dele 
gations are beginning to arrive.

to protect visitors and citizens during the 
coming conclave week of the Knights 
Templar is being taken by the authorities 
here. 

The detective service has been aug 
mented by pressing into service the liquor 
squad and the state police and by the 
presence of detectives from the principal 
cities of the United States. Every avenue 
of ingress is being carefully watched, and 
orders have been given that all suspicious 
characters be arrested. On Monday every 
policeman, excepting those who are sick, 
must report for duty. Throughout the 
week the entire police force will be de- 
tailed to different places where there are 
gatherings and parades. 

Superintendent of Police Eldridge has 
arranged to have members of the Red 
Cross Ambulance corps stationed near the 
line of march next Tuesday ready for an 
emergency. 

Inspector of Buildings Damrell, with a 
large forse of assistants, yesterday in- 
spected the scores of temporary reviewing 
stands which have been erected for Tues 
day's parade, and a number, principally 
those erected by private parties, were con- 
demned and labeled “‘Unsafe.” The 
labeled stands will have to be pulled 
down and rebuilt according to specifica 
tions laid down by the building inspect- 
ers before they can be occupied.

In cotton goods the demand is rather 
more active, as the price of the raw ma 
terial advances, but otherwise the busi 
bess has not materially changed, and the 
quotation for print cloths is a shade lower 
this week. 

Sales of wool sre again smaller than in 
1888, and for the month thus far have been 
16,847.20 pounds, of which

BRIDE OF TWO WEEKS 


Ended Her Career at the Same Time 
as Did Her Erring Husband. 


She Had Clung to Him as Her 
Last Refuge. 


Story of a Couple Who Took Their Own Lives 
by Use of Chioral, 


Boston, Aag. 26.—The bodies of Louis 
Hammond of New York a: 1 his wife, who 
committed suicide by taking chloral at 
the American House, are at the morgue. 
The bodies will be kept there two or three 
days, and, unless friends claim, they will 
be buried by the city. 

A dispatch from New York says the rea- 
son why Hammond and his bride of two 
weeks concluded to end their lives is 
made reasonably clear by the story told 
by Mr. Hammond’s former partner, Irv- 
ing Bittner, and by Mrs. John O'Donnell, 
the wife of an engineer, residing on East 
Eighty-ninth street, that city. 

Mrs. O'Donnell and her daughter Lil- 
ian seem to have been the only intimate 
friends Kathryn Hammond had. Mr. 
Bittner is in the perfumery business in 
this city. He gave the following account 
of his business relations with Hammond: 

“We were together in business about 
seven months. Hammond was a peculiar 
fellow and would seldom talk about his 
affairs. All I know is that he told that 
he came from Des Moines, and that his 
father and mother were dead. 

Took Partner's Money. 

“Saturday. July 27, I bought Hammond 
out. We dissolved partnership, and on 
the following Monday I discovered that 
on the Friday prevOus he had drawn 
from the bank a considerable sum of 
money belonging to the firm. I will not 
name the bank or the amount. I took no 
legal steps against him. Maybe I should 
have done so if I could have found him. 
In all probability it was fear of this that 
drove him to suicide. I can't see, how- 
ever, how he could have become so quickly 
bankrupt, unless he speculated.” 

Mrs. O'Donnell and Miss O’ Donnell ex- 
plained Mrs. Hammond’s antecedents as 
follows: Mrs Hammond’s mother, who 
is a trained nurse by profession, is a 
widow. Kathryn was for six years with 
Mrs. Osborne, who lives in Belleville, 
Newark. She was for a time a seamstress 
in Newark, living with her sister. Then 
she studied stenography at the Orange 


institute. In April lust she came to live 
with Mrs. O'Donnell, who had just 
moved to this city. 

“In the family,” said Mrs. O'Donnell, 


“she got a place, but she lost it when win- 
tercame. Then she went her mother 
and asked for shelter, because she did not 
want to burden any longer. Her 
mother, she informed us, told her that she 
had no reom forher. She came back and 
said: “They are lost to me forever. Never 
let them know what happened to me. If 
I die, keep them away. I believe I should 
rise out of my coffin if I knew they were 
near.’ 

“Out of work, friendless, except for us 
it seems she clung to this man Hammond 
as a last refage, and when that failed, re- 
solved to die.” 


SHOT WIFE AND HIMSELF. 


The Woman Mi y Recover but Daniel McLeod 
Is Dead. 

MALDEN, Mass., Aug. 26.—Daniel J. Me- 
Leod, a Melrose carpenter, attempted to 
kill his divorced wife, Mary McLeod, on 
Washington street, yesterday afternoon, 
and afterward shot himself through the 
head, dying instantly. Although the 
woman was badly injured, it was thought 
that she will recover. The shooting oc- 
curred in a narrow passageway between a 
house and barn 

Mary McLeod, who is employed as a do- 
mestic by J. P. Sweet, obtained a divorce 
from her husband 2'¢ years ago. Since 
then McLeod has frequently asked her to 
live with him, once threatening to shoot 
her if she refused 

Yesterday he met her on Washington 
street and renewed his requ Mary re- 
fused, and informed him that she did not 
wish him to follow her around.

A MILLION PEOPLE 


NdW Magnificent Display 
by Temolars. 


SIGHT OF A LIFINE 


Fully Appreciated by Hub’s 
Residents and Visitors. 


An Interesting Story of the Interesting Doings 
of the Day. 


Boston, Aug. 28. —The famous triennial 
conclave of Knights Templar reached an 
impressive climax yesterday. A million 
people saw the highest Templar in the 
world, most Eminent Sir Hugh McCurdy, 
grand master, escorted to the Masonic 
Temple by a marching army of 25,000 Sir 
Knights. The city fairly bulged with its 
temporary population. 

People everywhere; in the streets, on 
the sidewalks, on the roofs of buildings 
and street cars, clinging to the tops of 
telegraph poles, whenever the vigilance of 
the police and linemen was relaxed fora 
moment, in wagons and drays filled with 
seats in the side streets, and on hundreds 
of grand stands, large and small, along 
the route. 

Neverin the history of ancient Boston 
has a greater host of strangers crowded 
within the city’s gates, and for many 
years the spectacle of yesterday will be 
the precedent with which great gather- 
ingsin New England will be compared. 
It was a good-natured crowd, and, consid- 
ering its size, was well handled. 

For about six hours the principal 
avenues were occupied by plumed Knights 
Templar and hundreds of thousands of 
spectators obligingly crowded onto the 
sidewalks to give them room. It was 
nearly 6 o’clock when the last command- 
ery of Knights Templar broke up at the 
foot of Washington street and the traftio 
of the city was resumed. 


GRAND MASTER M’'CURDY. 

All the afternoon the street-car system 
was almost entirely suspended, even in the 
streets through which the parade did not 
pass. Whenthe cers did startup, how- 
ever, there was the greatest rush ever seen 
in Boston. Every one was anxious to get 
home to supper, as the majority of them 
had been standing with nothing to eat 
since early morning. They did not remain 
at home, however, but hurried back to be- 
come a part of the great human kaleido- 
scope which was moving up and down the 
principal streets last night. 

The day was a grand one. Somewhat 
cloudy at first, the sun came out brightly 
in the afternoon, but at no time was the 
heat so great as to cause much discomfort 
and every one seemed to enjoy himself 
greatly, from the grinning urchin who 
had climbed an electric light pole, to the 
proud bearer of the handsome beauseant 
in the line. 

There were none too many grand stands 
to accommodate the immense throng that 
clamored for seats, although most every 
foot of available space along the line of 
march had been covered with platforms 
and seats. Every inch of space was oc- 
cupied, and there was hardly breathing 
room. Both incoming and outgoing local 
trains were practically deserted during 
the afternoon, but as soon asthe parade 
was over there was a stampede for the 
depots, and the early evening trains were 
crowded to suffocation. The great ex- 
odus, however, seemed to make no appre- 
clable difference in the size of the crowd, 
which still continued to fill every 
thoroughfare. 

The Knights presented a splendid ap- 
pearance on parade, and, with very few 
exceptions, completed the entire line of 
march. As they passed the reviewing 
stands before Grand Commander Mc- 
Curdy and Governor Greenhalge, and later 
before Mayor Curtis, many of them exe- 
cutedintricate military evolutions which 
won the expressed admiration of the 
thousands who witnessed them. These 
tactics were also introduced by the more 
proficient commanderies at intervals 
along the line of march. 

Great admiration was expressed at the 
appearance of the Californin and other 
western delegations, but there was but 
slight difference inthe manifest pleasure 
of the spectators as one after the other of 
all commanderies passed. 

Officially Welcomed. 

It was shortly after 6:30 o'clock last even- 
ing when the conclave was officially 
Most emi- 
nent Sir Hugh McCurdy, Governor Green- 
halge, Mayor Curtis and Right Eminent 
Sir Samuel C. Lawrence proceeded to the 
temple, where they were greeted by 4 
large audience of Sir Knights and Masons. 

Sir Lawrence acted as master of ceremo- 
aleg and introduced Mayor Curtis. who 


welcomed the Knights ‘'emplar to Boston 
in the following address: 

“Most Eminent Grand Master, Officers 
and Members of the Grand Encampment— 
It is with unusual pleasure that, in behalf 
of the city of Boston, extend you a wel- 
come, for I greet you as brethren ‘in vin- 
culis fraternitatis.’ Be assured that the 
proverbial coldness is but an outward 
seeming, and even this we have endeay- 
ored with all our powers to dispel with 
our smiles of welcome. The heart of Bos- 
ton is warm today. You have seen the 
mute but eloquent welcome waving in 
brilliant colors upon our outward walls. 
As the darkness gathers, the welcome will 
still be taken up, and in letters of fire you 
will read your greeting. Our welcome is 
sincere and heartfelt.” 

To Grand Master McCurdy the mayor 
extended an especial greeting, as tho ebief 
officer of the great body of noble men, 
saying: “You have been placed in posi- 
tions of the greatest importance, often by 
the suffrages of those with whom you 
differed in political views and theories, 
but never has the trust of the people been 
betrayed. The best thought of the present 
day is looking forward hopefully to a bet- 
ter era of citizenship. It is with such men 
of sturdy integrity that lies the realization 
of this hope. 

“Again, Most Eminent Sir; again, Gen- 
tlemen and Brethren, I extend to you Bos- 
ton’s most hearty greeting. Our doors, 
the doors of our hearts and our homes, are 
wide open. We trust that when you go 
away, your regret may be as sincere as is 
our pleasure in your coming.” 

Mayor Curtis then introduced Governor 
Greenhalge, whospoke as follows: “After 
what has happened today it would be 
superfluous for me to add anything 
further. The welcome is so great that the 
sound waves will carry love from Boston 
to San Francisco and from Canada to 
New Orleans, Events of this sort bring 
together citizens of a true republic, one 
people, one purpose, one cause. The 
event today has been an inspiring specta- 
cle, inspiring in numbers, inspiring in 
character and inspiring in significance. 
This conclaye represents a magnificent 
purpose. The lesson which has gone out 
today will be heeded in every state in the 
union.” 

McCurdy'’s Rexponse, 

In response to the addresses of welcome 
from Right Eminent Sir Samuel C. Law- 
rence, grand commander of the Knights 
Templar of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island, Mayor Curtis and Governor Green- 
halge, Grand Master McCurdy, after 
thanking them for their kindly expres- 
sions, said in substance that he could not 
better define Templar Freemasonry than 
that, like the Holy Bible, it is ‘‘a book of 
men loving—it is full of faces turned to- 
ward faces.” 

“The best of all that will happen during 
our stay,”’ he said, ‘will be that friend 
will meet friend, and faces will look into 
faces. We are Templars only that we 
may be better men, and haye come to 
your city, not merely to advance the in- 
terests of our order, but to promote the 
claims of universal brotherhood. In the 
very forefront of American common- 
wealths, as the eloquent living exponent 
of this idea, stands your historic state, a 
state founded on faith in man, and, there- 
fore, sure to stand. To be welcomed by 
men having an ancestry so noble as yours, 
is, indeed, an honor which as men and 
Knights Templar we most highly esteem, 
and we assure you that we shall ever cher- 
ish the memory of your fraternal greeting 
among the most treasured associations of 
our many joyful pilgrimages.”’ 

At the close of Sir Hugh McCurdy’s ad- 
dress, every one not a member of the 
grand encampment of the United States 
Was requested to withdraw, and the en- 
cainpment went into executive session. 
No business was transacted further than 
to declare the conclave open, and adjourn- 
ment promptly followed, the Knights dis- 
persing to their various headquarters, 
which were at once thrown open to visit- 
ors. 

Good Fellowship. 

The Mecca of the grand officers of the 
grand commanderies from all parts of the 
country last evening was the Hotel Bruns- 
wick, where the grand commanderies of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island tendered 
areception to the members of the grand 
encampment, the officers of the grand 
commanderies and the counzils of com- 
manderies, with their ladies, 

The east parlors of the hotel where the 
reception was held were beautifully deco- 
rated with flowers and potted plants and 
the Salem Cadet band orchestra was in 
attendance. Many prominent Knights 
from all sections of the United States 
called during the evening. At the Bruns- 
wick, also, several of the subordinate com- 
manderies received their friends, 

On one of the main grand stands in 
Copley square, near the Hotel Brunswick, 
Marshall's Military band of Topeka gave 
@ concert. 

California commandery No. 1 of San 
Francisco received at their headquarters on 
Bosworth street, and distributed a basket 
of fruit and a bottle of wine, both prod- 
ucts of California, to each lady caller. 
Hundreds of visitors shared the bounty of 
the generous westerners. 

Most of the receptions were not termi- 
nated until midnight and until a late 
hour crowds thronged the streets near the 
large hotels and hurrying carriages 
blocked the streets. 

Which Shall It Be? 

There is a competition of the most lively 
sort between the Pittsburg and Philadel- 
phia commanderies to secure the triennial 
conclave in 1898. The claims of each city 
are being presented with pleasant yet un- 
ceasing energy on both sides. Pittsburg 
rooters are to be found everywhere there is 
likely to be a gathering of Knights Tem- 
plar and are extolling their city for all it 
is worth. The headquarters of their com- 
mandery are at the Quincy and open house 
is the order of the day to all Sir Knights 
and their lady friends. A band concert in 
front of the hotel each evening is also on 
the program. 

The Pennsylvanian delegations are 
working like beavers, and at their head- 
quarters an almost uninterrupted “at 
home” is being held. Many visitors are 
attracted each evening. The boom com- 
mittee, headed by a band, is also visiting 
and serenading the various headquarters.

One fact was developed, how- 
ever, and that is that the idea that Valky- 
rie is goingto give us the biggest tussel 
of our lives in the fall match for the 
America’s cup has been greatly height- 
ened by the result of yesterday’s spin off 
Sandy Hook. 

The prospects of drawing a line through 
the Vigilant upon Valkyrie were deemed 
good when Vigilant started from her an- 
chorage previous to the departure of Val- 
kyrie. She had on board George Cormack, 
and was sailed by Captain Charles Barr. 
She had set only her small gafftopsail 
and jib,in addition to her mainsail, and 
saluted Valkyrie and Mr. Glennie as she 
passed the trim black British challenger. 

The tide was at the last of the flood, and 
Valkyrie III left her mooring buoy at 3 
o'clock under her big mainsail, which was 
hoisted from below, and jib, set up bya 
fallin stops upon the port tack. It was 
evident that she did not desire a trial spin 
for any other purpose than to stretch her 
canvas and make her sheets pliable.

Living Stones In Falkland. 
Ths most curious specinicas of vege- 
| table or plant life in existence are the 
| socalled “‘living stones’’ of the Falk- 
| land islands. Those islands are among 

the most cheerless spots in the world, 
| being constantly subjected to a strong 
| polar wind. In such a climate it is im- 
| possible for trees to grow erect, as they 
do in other countries, but nature has 
made amends by furnishing a supply of 
| wood in the most curious shape imagi- 
| nable. 

The visitor to the Falklands sees scat- 
tered here and there singular shaped 
blocks of what appear to be weather 
beaten and moss covered bowlders in 
various sizes. Attempt to turn one of 
these ‘‘bowlders’’ over, and you will 
meet with a surprise, because the stone 
is actually anchor by roots of great 
strength—in fact, you will find that 
you are fooling with one of the native 
trees. No other count@y in the world 
bas such a peculiar ‘‘forest’’ growth, 
and it is said to be next to impossible 
to work the odd shaped block into fuel, 
because it is perfectly devoid of ‘‘grain’”’ 
and appears to be nothing but a twisted 
mass of woody fibers.—London Ex- 
change.

Birds Shun Sour Cherries. 

Birds are said to have a sweet tooth 
as well as members of the human fam- 
ily and can tell a sweet cherry from a 
sour cherry better than the average boy, 
who is supposed to know more about 
cherries than any other creature.

A point not generally 
known is that these trees usually grow 
as dwarfs, but make quite large trees 
when grafted on the Mazzard stock. 
They grow dwarf and are very prodsc- 
tive when grafted on the Mahaleb. If

on the latter, the fruit is much finer in 
| every respect, and for this reason as well 
| as from the fact that they make larger 

trees. they are more popular for the sit-

Great excitement followed, and 
hundreds flocked to the scene as soon as 
the discovery leaked out, although the 
officers endeavored to keep the matter a 
secret. The house was guarded and work 
begun searching for additional evidence. 

In a barn connected with the house 
was a large stove of cylindrical shape, 0) 
the same pattern as Holmes bought ip 
Cincinnati.

Owners of the house 
recognized Holmes from the pictures 
shown them. 

Allidentify him as the man who, last 
October, rented the house, with the same 
story as he told in Toronto and other 
places, came with the boy and the big stove, 
washstand and bed, stayed two days and 
then disappeared. Several people have 
identified him and all doubt is removed.

ROOSTER WINS. 


No More Races Needed in 
Faxon Series. 


THE KAYOSHK LED IN GOING 
ROUND THE FIRST TIME. 


But the Rooster Had Two Minutes 
to Spare ut First. 


The Rooster has now the Faxon cup 
after sailing two of the most hotly con- 
vested races for small boats that has ever 
been sailed in New England waters. She 
not only had to down the flyers in ber own 
club and from Boston, but the South Shore 
ee up two of their invinciable creatures, 
Commodore Maglathlin’s Nancy Hanks 
of Kingston Yacht Club, and Commodore 
Melbourne McDowell’s Fanny D. of the 
Duxbury Yacht Club. Commodore’ Mag- 
esses with the assistance of ** Johnnie” 
Watson,—nephew of the celebrated 
designer and builder Nate Watson of 
Clark’s Island, Plymonth harbor,—and a 
part of the Gleaner’s crew, sailed the 
Nancy Hank’s. Commodore McDowell 
held the stick of the Fanny D. He was 
assisted by John T. Cavanagh. 

It was a great race. The weather con- 
ditions were of the made to order kind. 
The wind was from the west and there was 
enough of it outside of the lee of Houghs 
Neck to push the boats along at a good 
gait. Course No. 2 was the one sailed. 

The start was a beautiful one. The 
Fanny D. was within a foot of the lite 
when the guo was fired. The other boats 
were there, too. They all started in a 
bunch. There were no stragglers. 

The Swirl slowly joyed ahead and 
rounded Jacknife Ledge bouy 45 seconds 
ahead of the Fanny D. and 50 seconds 
abead of the Rooster. When she reached 
Sheep Island bouy she was but 47 seconds 
ahead of the Kooster and had increased 
her over the Fanny D. to 
minute, 

After rounding Sheep Island buoy the 
boats bad a chance to show what they 
could do on windward work. Good sea- 
mauship and a thorough knowledge of the 
tides and curren's then came into play. 
The Kayoshk’s skipper proved himself to 
be the most adapt in this piece of fine 
work. He stood off towards Princess Head 
to get into the West Gut current. It was 
a@ very shrewd move. Before the other 
boats’ were aware of it the Kayoshk was

coming down towards the line like a race[ 


horse. The other boats were still strug- 
gling towards it.

But ail the time the Swirl and Kayoskb 
were speediog along that great bug-a-bear 
of racing yacitsmen was getting in its 
steady work. It goes by the name otf 
“‘time allowance.” After rounding 
Jackkuife the Swirl again lead the proces- 
sion but when she rounded Sheep island 
bouy with the Kayoskh next and the 
Rooster third it took but a few moments 
to figure out that the time allowance made 
the last of the trio first by 34 seconds. To 
the landsman the Rooster apparently stood 
uo show ot winning the race. The 
tvoster finally crawled up on the Swirl 
and beat her by actual as well as corrected 
time and won the Faxou cup. The 
Kaysokh came in three minutes abead of 
the Arab but had to give away to her on 
time allowance. 

The judges were Commodore Pettengill, 
Secretary Whitney and Mr. H. A. Keith.

To Train the Respiration. 

Of all means of training the respira- 
tion Dr. Fortescue Fox thinks cycling 
is the best. When a person first takes to 
cycling, he is troubled with shortness 
of breath, his heart beats uncossfortably, 
and his legs get tired, but after some 
training these discomforts all disap- 
pear. Why should not people liable to 
attacks of asthma also train their res- 
Piration by such a kind of exercise—of 
course on condition of the heart and 
lungs being in perfect health? Cycling 
exercise, first of all, increases the depth 
of breathing, and that without fatigue, 
as the respiratory movements are auto- 
matic. At the same time it will accus- 
tom the rider instinctively to take in at 
each respiration the volume of air re- 
quired to aerate the blood and to elim- 
inate a fixed proportion of carbonic 
acid, leaving in the circulation the pre- 
cise amount compatible with health.— 
London News.

AFFAIRS IN HAWAII 


As Viewed by One Who Held Office Under 
the Monarchy. 


Lonpon, Aug. 80.—Colonel MacFarlane, 
former aide-de-camp to the late King Kal- 
akaua, has just arrived in London. In an 
interview, he said that he was informed 
that a few Hawaiians and politicans and 
merchants who favored the old form of 
government would wait upon Wresident 
Cleveland, when congress reassembles, to 
urge the annexation of the Sandwich Isl- 
ands. 

The primary object, he said, would be 
to test the sincerity of the officials of the 
Hawalian republic, A large number of 
Americans, he remarked, had joined the 
Republican party in Hawall, it being gen- 
erally understood that the existing re- 
public in the Sandwich Islands provided 
only for a temporary government until 
annexation to the United States could be 
arranged. 

The natives, he thought, were not 
wholly opposed to the policy of annexa- 
tion to the United States. Still, failing to 
bring about the restoration of the mon- 
archy to which they naturally incline, 
they would really prefer annexation to 
Great Britain. Of course, the Americeo 
commercial influence is in the ascendant, 
but the British influence is also large. 

Colonel MacFarlane favored a perman- 
ent republic or else restoration of the 
monarchy, the best elements of both 
parties forming a cealition for the support 
of the government, Failing such coali- 
tion, annexation to the United States 
would be the most advantageous com- 
mercially, but there is no doubt that ifa 
test vote were taken the natives who con- 
stitute a majority would vote largely in 
favor of closer political relations with 
England. 

The political upheavals which have oc- 
curred there have never seriously affected 
the prosperity of Hawaii. Sugar, cotton 
and other industries have not sufferered 
greatly. 

In conclusion, Colonel MacFarlane ex 
plains that Mr. Cleghorn, the father of 
Princess Kaiulani, is now en route for 
England, accompanied by ex-Consul 
Wodehouse. It is believed that one of the 
objects of their visit is to present to the 
British government a full and detailed ac- 
count of the situation in the Hawaiian 
Islands, and the cause that led to the over- 
throw of the monarchy there. 


Extension of a Month. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 80.—The secretary 
of the treasury has extended the time for 
filing sugar bounty claims from Sept. 1 to 
Oct. 1, 1895, According to the regulations 
issued to govern the payment of the sugar 
bounty app7opriation, all claims were to 
be filed by Sept. 1, but the time was found 
inadequate, and Secretary Carlisle there- 
fore granted the extension of one month,

STONE WORKING. | WEATHER WAS MIXED. 


Very Rapid Strides Predicted in 
Next Few Years. 


Edw. C, Weaver contributes to the July 
number of Stone the following on the 
stone worker’s future, which will be of 
local interest : 

In looking forward to the probable 
developments of the next few years it 
appears to one who has personal contract 
with the pulse of invention, that we will 
make very great strides in the perfection 
of stone-working machinery of an entirely 
new type. There are, as it were, periods 
or waves of improvement. Tbe pneumatic 
tool marks one of these waves, being one 
of the inventions that stamps its character 
upon every class of the industry. It marks 
an era in the craft. The time is fast ap 
proaching when we will feel another wave 
of progress, and it will also make its mark 
upon every class of the craft. 

But a ten minutes’ walk through a 
modernly-equipped stone works reveals to 
the thoughtful mind, many places where 
both labor and time are wasted, and are 
unproductive. And as competition be- 
comes more severe labor and time are the 
great items upon the expense side of the 
ledger, and anything that tends to save 
these becomes a chief factor in a successful 
business enterprise. Only a week or two 
ago I had a long and interesting talk with 
the owner of one of che oldest and most 
important steam stone works of New York 
city, and the conversation turned mainly 
upon this very theme, the mechanical 
saving of labor and time in the dressing of 
building stone. When he was young in 
the business, good work was all that was 
needed to fill up a fat order book, but now 
it requires a close cost estimate. And this 
is truer as the years pass by. 

In the first place, it occurs to a practical 
mind that the cutting of stone as it is done 
now is entirely too slow a process. And 
the machinery is too expensive by all 
means. From five to ten thousand dollars 
is entirely too much to spend for a saw 
cutting little more than a quarter of an 
inch per minute. Again, dimension work 
must be put through faster. The cuts 
should follow rapidly, and the measure- 
ments be made by mechanical means, 
Cutting and trying is a relic of the days 
when carpenters hewed beams with adzes, 
Measuring and squaring should be absolute- 
ly under mechanical control. Gang work 
should be done at high speed. Planers 
must work faster and be automatically 
operated. Tools must be invented to do 
special work automatically from pattern, 
and without waste of stock. I expect to 
soon see arches cut without any waste of 
material within the segment. 

In fact there are great lessons for the 
worker in stone to learn. Some of them 
can be found in any well-equipped wood- 
working shop, and in machine shops, Is 
there any reason why the same principles 
cannot be applied to the working of stone ? 
It is not because stone is heavy, for in the 
Washington Navy Yard I have watched 
the handling of a bundred ton cannon with 
as much ease as though it were a Napoleon. 
Steel is as hard as granite. The real 
secret is that the inventive mind has not 
taken hold of the entire problem as yet. 
The rapid manipulation of stone will bea 
fact when proper attention is focused to 
that end.

New York, Aug. 30.—The trial race be 

tween Defender and Vigilant, which took 


place over a trianguler course, eight miles | 
to the leg, starting from the Scotland light- | 


ship, was one of the best and most inter- 
esting events that ever took place be 
tween two yachts in New York harbor. 
It was won by Defender by 18m. 3s, 

There were all kinds of weather. A fair 
breeze of eight knots an hour was blowing 


at the start, a calm followed, a small 
breeze of three or four n@les next ap- 
peared Then there was a whilf of about 


five miles, but the most important condi- 
tions prevailed on the last leg, when a 
squall came up from south-southeast, 
during which for a period of 20 minutes 
it blew 40 miles an hour, 

Vigilant was compelled to take in her 
clubtopsail and sailed for half an hour 
without any canvas above her mainsail. 
Defender stood the test, which was the 
first of the kind she had ever been out in, 
without removing a rag until the sheet of 
her staysail carried away, and the sail 
was torn into shreds by the gale. It was

Topic For the Week Beginning Sept. Lu 
Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyle. 

Torro.—Enthusiasm and what it will accom- 
complish.—II Chron. xxix, 1-11; xxi, 20, 21. 

Enthusiasm ‘‘is the complete posses- 
sion of the mind and energies by some 
cause, subject, passion orfancy.*’ There 
may be said to be twokinds of enthusiasm 
—a false and atrue. False enthusiasm 
is fanaticism. It is the state of mind in 
which the imagination and the feelings 
predominate the will and judgment. 
The great danger of enthusiasm is that 
it may degenerate into fanaticism. True 
enthusiasm is that state of the mind in 
which the judgment has selected a sub- 
ject or cause which is worthy of our in- 
terest and attention, and in support of 
which the whole soul of the man, the 
entire being, is fervently and zealously 
enlisted. Enthusiasm is much criticised, 
particularly religious enthusiasm. We 
may be enthusiastic in politics, enthusi- 
astic in business,enthusiastic in pleasure 
without running much risk, but to be 
enthusiastic for God means at once to 
subject ourselves to the possibility of 
being called fanatics. But it should not 
matter. Enthusiasm, if there is any- 
thing to be enthusiastic over, is a good 
thing, and no one has a cause or subject 
into which the whole soul, the whole 
man, s0 much needs to zealously and fer- 
yently enlisted as the Christian. No 
great movement in the history of the 
past has been successful without more 
or less enthusiasm. What is true of the 
past will also be true of the present and 
the future. 

Enthusiasm calls forth the very best 
that isinus. It isa godlike inspiration. 
It inspires men to do their best, to bend 
forth every energy for success when 
half heartedness would but lead to dis- 
couragement and to failure. Had not 
Hezekiah had his whole heart in de- 
stroying the idol worship and in setting 
up the worship of the true God it is 
doubtful if he would have accomplished 
such a gigantic task, but ‘‘he did it 
with his whole heart, and he prosper- 
ed.’? We need enthusiasm in working 
for God, for he wants our best efforts, 
our best service. 

Enthusiasm enlists the interest and 
support of others. It is contagious. En- 
thusiasm kindles enthusiasm. Heze- 
kiah’s whole heartedness aroused that 
of his priests and the people. An en- 
thusiast herself, Joau of Arc filled a dis- 
pirited soldiery with enthusiasm and 
was successful. We need to interest oth- 
ers in religion. 

Enthusiasm accomplishes definite posi 
tive results. Hezekiah was successful. 
He put down idolatry. He exalted God. 
It can also accomplish positive beneficial 
results for us.

Boston, Aug. 81.—It is goodby to Bos- 
tog with the Knights Templar. The con- 
clave finished its official business yester- 
day, and adjourned, to meet again three 
years later in Pittsburg. 

The Sir Knights have finished their 
round of hospitalities and are rapidly 
leaving. Every train bears them away in 
detached groups. Those who came in 
solid special trains are now breaking up 
and are scattering in small pacties to re- 
turn to their far-away homes by routes 
suited to their own pleasure, 

A large number of Templars wil! test 
the attractions of many summer resorts of 
New England for a few days. Others, 
their return rendered peremptory by busi- 
ness cares, are hurrying away by most 
direct route. 

Templar regalia is growing scarce. Our 
streets are resuming their wonted appear- 
ance. The gayest, happiest Templars re- 
main, however, attracted by the oft-tried 
enjoyment of a Mystic Shrine, a large 
number of the members of the ancient or- 
der planning to meet at Nantasket Mon- 
day and Tuesday. 

It is needless to say that the goodbyes 
were hearty and the farewell clasps of 
hands most cordial. Boston may well 
rest content with the way in which her 
hospitality has been received. A consid- 
erable number of the returning Templars 
plan to make brief visits to other New 
England cities on their way home, where 
they will be entertained pleasantly by 
local commanderies. 

Today the city will be deserted by all 
the Templars, save those who have con- 
nection with the Mystic Shrine. 

Another Day of Enjoyment. 

The majority of the visitors to the city 
are continuing the carrying out of their 
week's program of pleasure. There were, 
as usual, hundreds on hand to go upon 
the shore trip of the Cygnus yesterday; 
some of the commanderies went to Proyi- 
dence and other places; but the real feat- 
ure of the day was the arrival of Admiral 
Bunce, with four ships of the North At- 
lantic squadron. A host of Templars 
went to the navy yard to see the fleet and 
witness the ceremonies when the admiral 
was received with honors by the command- 
ant of the station. 

A reception and banquet, complimentary 
to the officers of the grand encampment, 
were given last night at the University 
club by St. Bernard commandery of this 
city. About 80 gentlemen were present, 
about half being Sir Knights of St. Ber- 
nard while the remainder were invited 
guests. The commander of St. Bernard 
commandery, Eminent Sir J. Foster Bush, 
presided at the banquet and, after the 
viands were served, made a short address 
of welcome, and he was followed in an in- 
formal way by several of the guests of the 
evening. 

Conclave Closed. 

The grand encampment devoted almost 
all of yesterday’s session to the discussion 
of constitutional revision. It was decided 
to make Washington the headquarters of 
the Knights Templar, and after 189% the 
triennial conclave will probably be held in 
that. city. A motion to levy a per capita 
tax of 25 cents a year for the purpose of 
maintaining the arch'yes in the city of 
Washington was referred to the next con- 
clave.

J. A. Geraw of Michigan. 

The grand officers-elect were then in- 
stalled by Grand Commander McCurdy, 
and the following resolution was im- 
mediately passed: 

Resolved, That the thanks of the grand en- 
campment are due and are hereby tendered 
to the retiring grand master, Most Eminent 
Sir Hugh McCardy, for the able and efficient 
manner in which he has discharged the duties 
of his office and for the impartial manner in 
which he has presided over the deliberations 
of the grand body. 

The new grand master, Sir Warren La 
Rue Thomas, then appointed the follow- 
ing officers: Grand prelate, Cornelius 
Twing of New York; grand standard 
bearer, Thomas O. Morris of Tennessee;

The unquestioned superiority of De- 
fender made another race unnecessary 80 
farasa decision of merit was concerned, but 
the desire of Mr. Iselin to put the new 
boat through as many races as possible 
before meeting the British boat had some- 
thing to do with the calling of yesterday's 
trial. Whether the prowess which Val- 
Kyrie has shown since she stretched her 
sails here had anything to do with it may 
be guessed at. 

The knowing ones of the New York 
Yacht club are inclined to belittle the 
abilities of the Englishmen, and they say 
the cup is safe. Patriotic Americans hope 
they are right, but they are keeping a 
close watch on the Dunraven boat. 

The Deciding Race. 

The course yesterday was 20 miles, off 
Sandy Hook, 10 miles to windward and 
return, by dm. 12s. It was evident that 
the Defender could have done better if she 
wanted to, but perhaps she showed too 
much of her true worth, and determined 
to pull back a bit. 

A wind of 10 knots an hour was blow- 
ing at the start, and at one time, just be- 
fore the yachts turned the outer mark, it 
increased to 12. On the return it fell to 
eight Knots at the finish. The racers 
started from Scotland lightship, outside 
of Sandy Hvok, to east-southeast, and 
beat to windward. Defender was first 
over the line at 11:10:08. Vigilant was 
only 10s. behind and just to windward. 

On the beat, Defender had a rap all the 
way, while Vigilant was sailed close to 
the wind. Vigilant carried baby jibtop- 
sail for five niles, when she took it down. 
Both had clubtopsails set. On this leg 
Defender gained 5m. 22s. On the run 
home the centerboard Vigilant picked up 
10s. 

Valkyrie was out for an airing witha 
working topsail up, but she remained 
away from the race course until the finish, 
when she came to that point to see the 
ending. She had her weather eye on De- 
fender all day, however.

Continuing, the deputy marshal says: “If 
a full investigation of the Jackson’s Hole 
affair should be had, the fact would be es- 
tablished that when Constable Manning 
and his posse of 26 settlers arrested a party 
of Indians on July 13, and started with 
them for Marysvale, he and his men did 
all they could totempt the Indians to try 
to escape, in order that there might bea 
basis of justification for killing some of 
them. 

“If the truth of the matter can be 
reached, it will be found that the captors 
did not care particularly about getting 
their prisoners safely to Marysvale. From 
Manning I learned that none of the horses 
of the escaping party of Indians were shot, 
notwithstanding his order to shoot the 
horses, but that at least six Indians were 
hit by bullets. Of these, Timega, an old 
man, was killed; Nimits,a boy of about 
20, was wounded so that he could not es- 
cape, andthe others got away. Timega 
was an old man, almost blind, and his 
gun was useless. When the body of this 
old, sick, blind man was found, after 
lying buried in the woods for about 20 
days, it was found he had been shot four 
times in the back.”
